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Christmas la Summer—Cl'rcite aud Pre­ 
vailing Diseases —Diamond Hiding— 
Labtts of the Natives—£lc. 


K imbekly, South Africa, Nov. 20, 1S82. 
The summer, which occurs here in the 
game months as year winter, is just com­ 
mencing. It consists of very hot weather, 
alternating with severe showers, which 
come upon us with scarcely a moment’s 
warning. It would seem curious to your 
readers to have Curistnias in mid-summer, 
but that is the way the world works out 
here. Among our places of interest and 
resort in this vicinity is the Vale river, 
about fifteen miles from Kimberly, but the 
charges at wry indifferent hotels are ten 
English shillings and upwards per day. It 
is the placs where diamonds were first dis­ 
covered in South Africa, and the class of 
diggings there might be termed 
THE PLACEK DIAMOND MINES. 
The word placer is not used here, but it is 
denominated “ alluvial,” and “ reef” for 
quartz. The gems are scattered and gen­ 
erally very thinly distributed in the gravel 
on the banka and in the bed of the river. 
Mining for them there is a lottery, with 
more blanks than prizes, as I have found out 
from costly experience. I got away with 
£75 in about four months time there, or 
rather it got away from me, and during the 
time I found £21 worth of stones—one of 
04 carats and one of 14 carats. The large 
one was light yellow or "off color,” as it is 
termed, but a perfect beauty as to fire and 
shape. Received £3 IOs. a carat for it. If 
it had been white it would have been worth 
$000. Gems from the river are far more 
valuable than those from dry diggings, and 
experts say are heavier than those of the 
same size. The celebrated diamond known 
as Star of South Africa, was found inVale 
river ; also one of 110 carats, supposed to 
have been bought for £60, hot valued at 
$80,000. The search for diamonds, al­ 
though extremely uncertain of results, is 
nevertheless weirdly fascinating, and not­ 
withstanding my previous experience I 
may try again before I leave Africa. A 
boy of the native tribe there picked up a 
diamond of 290 carats, of the kind called 
bort, which Í8 of no value for jewelry, but 
worth about 2s. Gi. a carat. The large 
stones are generally off Color, either spot­ 
ted or flawed in some shape, while 
some quite email are sold at very high fig­ 
ures. I saw one of 
carats sold for over 
£100. It was of flae shape and pure as a 
drop of water, and had been left so perfect 
by the hands of nature as to scarcely need 
cutting. 
CLIMATE AND DISEASE. 
The summer seasons here are generally 
unhealthy. Camp fevers, a sort of typhus, 
and dysentery, ara very prevalent. Just 
at present, as you will eee by the papers, 
we ars having a regular panic over small­ 
pox. Tho sanitary authorities have kept 
it out thus far, but we are afraid it will 
come here to Kimberly yet. The Malays 
seem bsut upon introducing it if possible. 
They are very filthy in their habits. At 
Cape Town they resisted vaccination and 
isolation, and would conceal themselves. 
They also played the religious dodge to per­ 
fection. Being Mohammedans, they assert 
the dogma of fatality (“ kismet” as they 
call it), that is, that “ what is to be will 
be.” The authorities there gave in to 
them, and now the disease is raging furi­ 
ously, and they are in a devil of a fix gen­ 
erally, as the fruits of their bigotry. If it 
gets into Kimberly among the native labor­ 
ing class we will be in a worse fix. These 
natives are crowded into rude quarters like 
so many sheep—and such a crowding 
would be death on the sheep. “ A chance 
for the 500 cubic feet air ordinance,” I pre­ 
sume you will say. Bat that would not 
pay, with these natives as the objective 
point of the philanthropic effort; aud be­ 
sides it would be against the proper order 
of things as provided by nature for the 
“ survival of the fittest,” as determined by 
modern science. The Malays at Cape 
Town we.e so enraged that the small-pox 
was more prevalent and fatal with them 
than with the white people, that they 
were known to throw the clothing taken 
from the bodies of deceased small-pox 
patients into tho white people’s houses for 
the purpose of spreading the plague among 
them. Should they try the same game 
here at Kimberly, the Malay Camp, ae the 
locality where they live by themselves is 
called, would soon be wiped out and known 
as a thing of the past. The authorities 
here have done nobly thus far and been 
successful. All goods and passengers are 
stopped twenty miles out, and if infected 
are quarantined, and if not, are fumigated 
and allowed to come in. About 25,000 
people—natives and all—have been vaccin­ 
ated. Several cases of varioloid, resulting 
therefrom, have proved fatally. The cause 
is attributed to impure lymph. All our 
letters even, which we receive, are fumi­ 
gated. 
MINES AND HABITS OF MINEES. 
_ The diamond mines, especially at Kim­ 
berly, are worked at an enormous expense, 
and which increases year by year as they 
grow deeper. They pay the boys (boys is 
the term applied to all natives of whatever 
age, the same as to the Chinese in Califor­ 
nia) thirty English -hillings per week. Ose 
good white man will do the work of three 
of them, and then “ go fishing” part of the 
time. The expenses of working the mines, 
outside of these wages, are heavy—so heavy 
even that competent judges predict that at 
no distant day the expense of running 
them will leave no margin for the pro­ 
prietors. For this reason the mining com­ 
panies cannot afford better houses and ac­ 
commodations for the laborers; and even 
if they could they would not be appre­ 
ciated, but, Ecripturally speaking, be like a 
jewel in a swine's sncut. The majority of 
them are but a small remove from the 
brute, aud I often think it difficult to de­ 
termine which way the remove stands. 
When they make their first appearance 
coming in from the interior, naked, puny, 
half starveeLlooking wretches, they are a 
eight, I assure you, to behold; and espe­ 
cially if the beholder is a fervent believer 
in the dogma of the “ universal equality 
and brotherhood of man.” Those are the 
times when the ardent disciple of that highly 
esthieal theory is seized with a quick in­ 
tuition to step around the corner and kick 
himself into an unconscions state, or a 
more conscious one, and take a new reck­ 
oning from his moral compass to see upon 
what disastrous shoals and rocks “ the 
latest current opinions,” in their broad 
philanthropy, are driving him. 
NATIVE DRESS AND UNDRESS. 
Those of the natives living here are in a 
little better condition physically, and also 
a trifle better clothed ; but even they are 
not open to criticism for extravagance in 
dress. The average native considers him­ 
self sporting full dress and fixed out re­ 
gañí less of cost, when he coes to the 
trouble of wearing a bat and breech-clout. 
Others, as if to outdo all competitors in 
the fashion line, come out in full- 
dress on reception occasions, wearing only 
a scant shirt and a pair of stockings. 
Nearly all add to their outfit a cheap cot­ 
ton umbrella, which of course covers the 
nakedness of tbo3e of both sex—from di­ 
rection of over head, 
GOLD EXCITEMENT— THE BOERS. 
We have had quite an emigration ex­ 
citement here recently over the reported 
rich discoveries of gold about 690 miles 
distant, in the Transvael Republic. Later 
news, however, has been received now, and 
the reports turn out to have been a canard, 
gotten np for the purpose of swindle. 
The impoverished inhabitants np that way 


wanted a little British gold brought in and 
left there by those who would be attracted 
by the so called rich mining prospect. 
The B era do not object to English gold, 
even if they do not like the "cursed En­ 
glishmen,” or tho “ dommed schelm Ea- 
glishmen,” as the Dopper (Dutchman) 
epithe'ically calls them? Tne African Baers 
are an ignorant, bigoted set; at least that 
is the natural and current oondition of 
mast of them—Boers by name, and, as a 
rule, by naf ure. The Boer is a peculiar in­ 
dividual, and has peculiar ideas of his 
lights and relations to other people. He 
wants a responsible Government; he wants 
bis independence from other nations and 
people, when, at the same time, he is as in 
capable of self-government and self protec­ 
tion as certain other subjects of ubiquitous 
Great B itain. Taxes are something that 
the Biers never can see through nor un­ 
derstand, and in nine cases out of ten never 
pays. They have a fine country—that is, 
fine for Africa—hut they are too lazy and 
indolent to develop its resources. Good 
water, for instance, can be obtained there 
by going to a depth of 50 to 150 feet, and 
yet they are so shiftless and have such total 
lack ofenterprise, that instead of sinking 
wells they throw np a sort of dam, forming 
ponda or 1 mall reservoirs, which are filled 
by catchment during the rainy season, and 
drink and use it during the dry seaioa, not­ 
withstanding it gets filled with insects and 
becomes foul, beyond description, from 
their cattle and herds helping themselves 
from the same ponds, if they do not dry up 
altogether, as is frequently the ca3e. When 
it gives out t ’ey complacently move to 
some other locality where a supply of wa­ 
ter can b8 had. This is an expressive and 
characteristic habit of the Beer. 
THE m isg o v er n m en t. 
The English Government, however, is 
not much better. It imposes a license tax 
of £50 per annum on prospeotors, who, be­ 
sides, are required to give heavy bonds. A 
fine way to develop a country ; and yet 
that’s a specimen of the English statesman 
ship aud English common sense exercised 
in Africa. How would California miners 
like such a law, aud where would your 
State aud its developments be to-day if the 
United States had adopted such a suicidal 
and unstatesmanlike course in her posses­ 
sions, now grown to be a queenly empire 
upon the Pacific Coast. The absence of 
each a liberal and fostering policy on the 
part of Great Britain, in dealing with the 
natives, and others Who come upon and oc­ 
cupy her possessions in Africa, will, instead 
of bringing forth the resources of the coun­ 
try and developing the wealth with which 
nature has been prodigal towards her in 
many parts, keep them closed as a sealed 
book, to await a wiser generation among 
the ruling aud administrative classes in 
England, who might well Btudy, even the 
simpler principles of political economy, 
from those practiced in America in this 
regard, and greatly to 
THEIR OWN ENLIGHTENMENT AND NATIONAL 
PROFIT. 
If a man here discovers a diamond mine, 
or any other mine for that matter—which 
is situated on land whose minerals are re­ 
served to the Crown, and the reserve will 
always be found where there is the slight, 
est “ danger” of finding any kind of a 
mine—he cannot work it until he has 
worked himself through a slow, tedious 
and costly series of red tape formalities. 
If the mine be upon land not so reserved, 
he cannot work it even if the owner per­ 
mits him to do so, since the passage of the 
new Diamond Trade Aot of 18S2 ; nor can 
he sell diamonds, when found, outside of 
mincB or diggings. In fact, he may regard 
himself lucky, in relation to any he 
may find, if the so-called Government 
dees not sell them for him, and most 
graciously allow him ten per cent, of their 
value, as the royal pleasure in his behalf. 
That is the law in relation to stones picked 
np in the streete. You must surrender 
them to this boasted patron of the most 
advanced civilization—the English Govern­ 
ment, or its officers and lackeys—under 
penalty of five years’ imprisonment and 
£500 fine, or both, at the discretion of the 
authority administering the law. When 
given up to the Government the law fixes 
the rate at ten per cent, of the value of 
the find as the reward to tho finder.H. B. 
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TEE FECUNDITY OF FISH. 
An average herring contains about 25,­ 
000 ova, so that 1,000 females of that fish 
would yield, if all the eggs were to come to 
life, 25,000,000; but hundreds of thou­ 
sands of the eggs altogether escape the fer­ 
tilizing milt of the male fish, and other 
hundreds of thousands are devoured by en­ 
emies that seem to think the ova of the her­ 
ring has been created solely to serve as food 
to them. All our sea fishes are endowed 
with enormous powers of reproduction. A 
female oodfish has been known to contain 
2 000,000 or 3,000,000 ova, but, as has been 
stated of the herring, the waste of eggs 
from the want of being fructified, aud 
from other causes, is really enormous. 
The flat fishes are also ail of them 
very productive ; tu t in the case 
of all sea fehes the waste of life is 
really and truly incalculable, otherwise 
man would be incapable of dealing with 
these minor monsters of the great deep. 
As has been shown in the case of the her­ 
ring, there are animals preying on tho 
shoals the demands of which are far more 
deadly than those of mankind ; the same 
may doubtless be said of most of our other 
sea fishes. But the total stock of fish of 
all ages must indeed be prodigious. There 
are, however, many difficulties in the way 
of fixing upoa a figure. It is not yet 
known, for instance, with anything like 
certainty, at what age herring or codfish 
arrive at the maturity of their lives ; bat 
it may be hazirded ae a conclusion, which 
ha3 not been arrived at without the most 
careful considerations, that the sea in ail 
probability contains a supply of fish 
which, in the event of production ceasing, 
would last the community for a period 
of five or six years. The fish, of course, 
must be of all ages ; but no man can tell 
the exact age of any of the fish which be 
may from day to day find on his table.. 
Nor can we tell the average age which any 
of our sea fish attain. Many of the cod­ 
fish we capture “ look ” to be very old den­ 
izens of the deep—Id years old at least. 
Aud as some of the fish which are captured 
are occasionally of an enormous size, that 
fact seems to iodicate a long period of life. 
We think, however, taking the majority of 
our fishes into account, that if creation 
were at once to stop, and the ti’h of the 
sea were suddenly to cease to multiply and 
replenish, the present stock, at the rate of 
capture now going cn, might last us for a 
period of from four to five years.—[Ber­ 
tram, in the British Quarterly Review.

The MarKet for D’led Fruit-Mildew In 
Grapes — Insec; Pesis Upon 
Orange Trees. 


A gentleman of experience in agricultu­ 
ral pursuits and of high social standing, 
sends us the following as his views upon 
the obligations resting upon farmers : 
Some farmers fondly fancy that they are 
as free as thought. They call theirs the 
most independent of all vocations. Yet 
they all have obligations to perform, and 
I’m sorry to say that they are often very 
backward in fulfilling their share of human 
responsibility. The farmers owe a duty- 
each to his country, society at large, his 
family, his brother farmers and to the 
other trades and professions. The coun­ 
try cails on him for support, and a proper 
stewardship of the acres under his control. 
He should be hc-ld responsible for any de 
tieiency in the returns from his land. So 
ciety at large demands recognition at the 
hands of the farmer. His is not a degrad­ 
ing occupation, but rather au honorable 
profession, with opportunities for the ex­ 
ercise of inttllect far exceeding those of 
most other vocations. Intercourse with 
men of intellectual stature will call out a 
response from our own higher faculties. 
Even intercourse with a much lower level 
of society than our own can, and ought to be 
productive of much mutual benefit. The 
Grange has a wide field to til1, and it is do­ 
ing its social duties in a manner greatly to 
be commended ; yet it ia sot a source of 
constant instruction as it should be. We 
want more agricultural societies, with 
memberships made up of educated spe 
ciafists as well as of practical-agricultu­ 
rists. Science has much to do with farm­ 
ing operations, aud while a scientific edu­ 
cation may not tell us all about special cases, 
yet it alone renders the solution of spe­ 
cial problems possible. Then let us have 
inoro real scientifically general information 
demonstrated through the medium of our 
agricultural press and the Grange. This 
kind of intercourse bightens the pleasure 
aud profit of social intercourse, and would 
be a wholesome relit f of the torpor attend 
ing many Grange sessions. 
The farmer’s duty to his family is more 
often neglected than any of his other obli­ 
gations. Why are the wives prematurely 
old aud listlessly indifferent to outside do 
ings ? B cause they are largely mechani­ 
cal machines, with all the spirit and elas 
ticity worn out by constant drudgery and 
false notions of economy. Tne wife’s 
place is to render home hospitable and at 
tractive. To do this she must have leisure 
and means corresponding to the husband’s 
position in society. Daughters and sons 
would not be so ready to leave home and 
the farm were not the example of their 
parents’ drudgery so constantly before them, 
Let the girls have their pony, and plenty 
of innocent but vigorous outdoor exercise. 
Give them their instruction in music, for 
music is as much to the woman as general 
scientific culture is to the man. Musical 
education calls for something more than 
the ability to “ play the chorda” and a few 
“ pieces.” When the proper time arrives 
give the girls a course of schooling in some 
adjacent city, so that they may acquire 
the polish of society and be fitted to tako 
any position life may offer. A university 
course is to be commended for the atudi- 
onsly inclined ; and it can be said of our 
University that it ¡3 educating a class of 
young ladies that will do as much for the 
furtherance of our future welfare as any 
other agent imaginable. 
Show your sons the pleasant si le of 
farming. Encourage a spirit of improve 
ment over the methods in vogue on the 
farm. Treat your boys as something bet­ 
ter than the common laborer. See that 
they have some leisure for enjoyment and 
the independent exercise of their faculties. 
Don’t sneer at their theories, but let them 
try them. Instead of putting all the re­ 
turns into more land, have a nice home, 
with capacious and comfortably furnished 
rooms, to which your children will not be 
ashamed to bring their city friends. See 
that your sons get a fair education, no 
matter if constant work on the farm haB 
made him disinclined to take up his books 
again. In after years he will surely re­ 
pent of his lost chances, and may possibly 
attribute it to a parent’s indifference. 
A university course is no less necessary 
to the farmer's son than to the young men 
of other callings. 
Your dutieB to your 
neighbors require that you should consider 
their general welfare, and be anxious to 
promote others’ interests as well as your 
own. A friendly interest in your neigh­ 
bor’s crop and undertaking will be re­ 
turned by a corresponding increase in his 
regard for you. But above ail things one 
must not be too officious in parading his 
methods and knowledge, nor too backward 
in accepting information from another. 
Even one of his farm hands may often 
have something of value to impart. 
OVER PRODUCTION OF PEARS. 
The Williamette Farmer publishes the 
following letter from a correspondent, 
which was written as a warning against an 
over production of Bartlett pear3 upon this 
coast: 
Ten years ago, in the peach-growing sec­ 
tion of New York, there was found to be a 
considerably larger pftfit in raising Craw­ 
ford’s Early than any other variety of 
peach. This led to a demand for trees of 
that variety which the nurseymen could 
not supply for several years, although they 
increased their stock each year. It also 
led to an over supply of the fruit, so that 
they ware a drug in the market, and from 
being the most profitable became the least 
ee. This bit of fruit history is now being 
repeated in California to-day, only it is an­ 
other fruit. 
Last year there were not 
enough Bartlett trees, from the size of a 
switch up to the Bize of a spade handle, in 
California, Oregon and WasfcingtOD, to 
supply the California demand, and I fully 
believe that the result of this boom will be 
that, ten years hence, the Bartlett will 
prove to be one of the least profitable of 
pears. Tue Bartlett ranks first for can­ 
ning, and will, perhaps, alwajs find a de­ 
mand at low prices, but wo farmers and 
fruit-growers of Oregon and Washington 
hope soon to have railroad connection with 
the mi ing and wheat-growing region east 
of as, and to find a good market for onr 
fruit3 all the way to St. Paul. These 
marketa will call especially for apples and 
pears of the late fall aud winter varieties. 
Ia planting pears for profit there should be 
such a variety of kinds as will include the 
best kinds for each season, fr-mi the earliest 
to the latest; but if planting to eupply 
distaut markets, there should be but little 
of the very early kinds, as they ripen fast 
and decay soon. For such markets the 
Bartlett, Clapp’s Favorite. Flemish Beauty, 
Bj«rre d’Ar.jou, W inter Nellis and Biurre 
d’Eiater will be found reliable and profita­ 
ble. I would give these varieties rank as 
follows : First, B urre d’Anjou ; second, 
W inter Noilia and B urre d’Easter : third, 
Bartlett ; fourth, Clapp's Favorite and 
Flemish Beauty. I place Ueuerre d’Anjou 
first becauas tho tree is very lardy, well 
shaped and vigorous growth ; the fruit is 
handsome, cf good size and delicious fla­ 
vor, also a good keeper, its seasons being 
from October to Jatiuary. 
All thin.s 
considered, it ia without a peer among our 
pears. 
MARKET FOR DRIED FRUIT. 
The following letter from a correspond­ 
ent to the Germantown (Pa.) Telegraph, 
is apon a subject of greater interest to the 
people of California than even to the 
readers for whom it was intended : 
It ia a mistake among many farmers and 
fruit-raiser> in the United States to think 
that the different varieties of fruit, such as 
apples, pears, peaches, plums, chtrries, 
gooseberries, etc , are grown in Europe in 
greater perfection than here. It is not the 
fact. We raise these abundantly here and 
in as much perfection as they do in Europe 
and without more than half the labor and 


expenee. We have not a doubt that the 
United States, ere many years, will become 
the greatest fruit-raising country íb the 
world. In dried fruits, such as peaches 
and apples, the exportation has already ac­ 
quired large proportions, and in ten years 
more it will go on multiplying in extent 
until fruit raising will become a fsr greater 
and more profitable branch of industry 
than at present. With such a market as 
we fiad in Europe open to us, we can never 
growau over-balance of apples and peaches ; 
while theBe, in addition to cranberries, in 
their natural condition, fresh from the 
trees and vines, ought, and will be, pro­ 
duced in such quantities as to meet any 
demand. The cheapness we can send them 
abroad for will open to us a market for all 
we can supply. 
THE MILDEW IN GRAI’ES 
My grapes last year, says a writer in 
Vick'* Magazine, were entirely free from 
mildew, but some of mv neighbors’ vines 
were affected with it. Why should it be 
so ? I pruned my vinca very carefully 
with a view to the amount of fruit they 
could safely carry, so that they cuu!d Dot 
set more than they were able to perfect. 
The result was that the vines were unusu­ 
ally vigorous, the bunches were almost 
perfect, the berries quite large, and they 
swelled so rapidly as to surprise my neigh­ 
bors. Is not overcropping one cause of 
mildew ? 
INSECT RESTS UPON ORANGE TREES. 
A mixture of twenty parts of hard soap, 
forty-six parts of kerosene and one part of 
fir balsam has been found very effective in 
destroying the insects which damage the 
orange tree. Prof. C. V. Riley is the au­ 
thority. Other valuable plants, notably 
the vino, might be similarly protected by a 
spray from an application of the same re­ 
cipe. It can be diluted at will with water 
so as not to interfere with the constitution 
of the plant.

THOUGHTS IN TEE REALMS OF PRESENT 
AND FUTURE. 


The Doctrine of "Providences”—Inspira­ 
tion of the Bible—Religion In Eng­ 
land—Revival Services—Etc. 


HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 
Here is a novel aud pleasing way to pre­ 
pare a dessert. It is especially adapted for 
the children’s birthday dinners in those 
happy households where such days are kept 
as joyous festivals. Make a small hole in 
the end or side of a number of egg shells. 
Through this pour out the egg. Fill the 
empty shells with hot puddiog, made of 
cornstarch, arrowroot or Irish moss. When 
cold break off the shells ; serve on small 
saucers aud surround the egg shaped pud­ 
ding with jelly or jam. If you wish to 
take bo much trouble, divide the pudding 
in two parts and add to one a tablespoonful 
of grated chocolate, and in this way color 
part of the eggs. Sugar and cream, fla­ 
vored with vanilla, is a very nice sauce 
with this kind of pudding. 
Nice salad can be made by using veal, 
and the inexperienced housewife may be 
reminded that there is as much difference 
in veal as in beef or chickens. For the 
salad choose a lean and firm piece, boil it 
until it is, tender, and then proceed as if 
you were making chicken salad, It is a 
good plan to prepare this some day when 
you are to have a chicken for dinner ; then 
tho veal cau be boiied in the same kettle 
and will be flavored with the chicken broth. 
Reserve some of the broth when making 
gravy for the chicken to moisten the salad 
with. 
The danger of wearing dyed stockings is 
brought to mind by the recent death of an 
English boy from poison which entered his 
system from a pair of black silk stockings. 
This is a danger which may be entirely 
avoided by the avoidance of all colored 
stocking?, and which may usuaiiy be evaded 
by wearing the nicer varieties. A stock­ 
ing which costs less than one would have 
to p»y a good dyer for coloring it may bo 
harmless, but the presumption is against it. 
At this season of the year sugar candy is 
a relish and may bo made to play a success­ 
ful part in social home meetings. Take 
one tea-cup of granulated sugar, one table- 
sDoon of vinegar, one email tablespoon of 
butter, and just enough water to dissolve. 
Boil live minutes. Toe vinegar prevents 
the sugar from granulating again. Any 
desired lUvoring can be added just before 
taking from the stove. Pour on buttered 
plates, and when cool enough pull. 
Crust coffee ia excellent for sick people, 
or to settle the stomach when out of order. 
To make it cut in two and brown evenly in 
an oven graham biscuis or bread crusts ; 
pour boiling water to these aud let boil a 
tew minutes ; strain aud season withcroam 
and sugar, and you have a most healthful 
and delightful drink. 
Graham cookies are not only easily di­ 
gested but very toothsome when properly 
made. Shave two cups of maple sugar, 
stir with one of butter, one egg, one cup 
of sour milk, one teaspoon of soda and 
graham flour. Use white flour on the mix­ 
ing board. Brow n sugar may be used. 
A teaspoonful of borax put in the last 
water in which clothes are rinsed will 
whiten them surprisingly. 
Pound the 
borax so it will dissolve easily. This is 
especially good to remove the yellow that 
time gives to white garments that have 
been laid aside for two or three years. 
To make Mary’s macaroons take one cup 
of hickory meats, one cup of powdered 
sugar, three tablespoons of flour, whites of 
two eggs and a little lemon extract. Beat 
the whites of tho eggs with the sugar, add 
the nuts mixed with tue flour aud drop in 
buttered patty tins to bake. 


SCIENTIFIC. 
Kurtz’s patent apparatus for taking 
photographs by means of the electric light 
is an ingenious contrivance. 
You are 
seated at one end of a low platform, 
adapted to rotate on a central pivot ia a 
socket in the floor, and the camera is 
placed at the other end. Then the camera 
and sitter, while fixed relatively to each 
other during the exposure of the plate, are 
made to revolve through an arc of a circle, 
whereby the shadows «re softened and the 
light and shade aie artistically distributed ; 
or as Mr. Kuriz puts it, “ the sitter re­ 
mains still while the shadows of the face 
are moved.” The whole operation ia com­ 
pleted in a very few seconds. 
It ia a well established theory that or­ 
gans or functions of living creatures grad­ 
ually disappear if unused. A familiar il­ 
lustration is furnished by the blind fish of 
caves, whose eyes, through long disuse, 
have been reduced to a rudimentary and 
sight; • state. It appears, however, that 
this vi w does not always hold good, if it 
be true, as lately stated, that in some Eu­ 
ropean metarccs mice have been raised in 
absolute darkness fir many generations 
without appearing to have lost in the 
slightest degree the sensitiveness of the 
eye to light. 
The compound used for making blue fire 
has lately been found to possess explosive 
properties, and under the influence of a 
severe shock it will explode like dynamite. 
If, when it is burning, water be thrown 
upon it, it will also explude. The blue-fire 
compound is composed of ammonia, sul­ 
phate of copper and shellac of sulphur. 
Although so explosive, it is safer to handle 
than any other of this class of compounds. 
Water saturated with alum is recom­ 
mended by a French scientist, as a speedy 
and effectual remt dy for extinguishing 
fires. His proposition is based on the 
theory that the alum would coat the ob­ 
jects wetted with it, intercept the access 
of atmospheric oxygen, and thus stay 
cimbas tion. 
Dr. Henley and Herr L. von Frnts- 
scbler-Falkenstein have made a new com­ 
pound which burns slowly under ordinary 
pressure, but develops extraordinary en­ 
ergy when confined. It consists of a mix­ 
ture of saltpeter, chlorate of potash, and a 
solid hydrocarbon. 
Cultivation of the Portuguese oyster ia 
recommended in the Freuch official jour­ 
nals on accouut of the alleged richness of 
that bivalve in iodine, bromine and chlo- 


The Christian Advocate editorially says : 
Wo are asked what Christ wished to teach 
concern ng the doctrine of “ Providences” 
by his reference to certain Gillileana, and 
to those on whom the “ tower in Siloam 
fell.” He meant to say, probably, that we 
must not think of those on whom great 
calamities fall as personally worse than 
other men, nor of such calamities as sent 
in correction or punishment of the sins of 
those particular persons. Great disasters 
and calamities are meant for peoples, 
nations and the race, as educative forces, 
and teach little concerning the particular 
moral standing of the victims. 
They 
may fall on the best of men, a3 on Job, or 
on sacred corporations, as on churc es 
burned by lightning. We are, therefore, 
never to charge any disaster to the 
sp cial wrong doing of those on whom it 
visited, unlesB we can show the direct con­ 
nection between them. No doubt we may 
say, in genera', that the divine providences 
aré so ordered as to encourage and uphold 
virtue, and discourage and smite vice ; but 
there are many long suspensions and seem­ 
ing exceptions even to this general law, 
during which the right suffers and wicked­ 
ness prospers. In a normal or ideal state 
of society virtue is its own reward. But 
we live in times out cf joint, and abnor­ 
mal conditions often, and have to wait to 
eee the right vindicated. Disasters and 
calamities, falling as they do, are largely 
mysteries to us, because we are too finite 
to know specifically from what they rise, 
for what they come. We can only say that 
they come on account of the sinfulness of 
mankind, and that they tend to humble 
human pride. 
The Rsv. N. S. Ruliscn, an Episcopalian 
clergyman of Cleveland, Ohio, preached 
recently on the inspiration of the B.lsle. 
In the course of his sermon he said : 
“ There are persons who have pet theories 
of the Bible, ar.d think that a'l other 
theories are not genuine. Some hold that 
every sentence and word in the Bible is 
free from error. 
This is a dangerous 
theory, because we do not know whether 
our English words accord with the full 
meaning of those in which the Bible was 
originally written. The ancient writers 
are not teaching the world the different 
sciences ; they are teaching religion. We 
need have nr. fear that science is going to 
overthrow the inspiration of the Bible. 
The question of just how the Bible is in­ 
spired Í3 full of difficulties. Tne purpose 
of the inspiration of the Old Testament is 
to tell of Christ, and the New Testament 
is similar in that it tells to man the abject 
of Christ. Toe purpose of the one was to 
tell men truths ; the object of the other to 
carry out those truths. Jesus Christ is 
the key that can unlock the meaning of 
the inspiration of the Bible.” 
There are 45,000 places of religious wor­ 
ship in England and Wales, having about 
15 000,000 sittings. The average attend­ 
ance on Sundays is about 10,000,000. 
Tne stated ministers of religion number 
36,000, of whom 23,000 are of the Eitab- 
lished Church. On every Sunday there are 
delivered 80,000 sermone, or 4 000,000 
every year. There are 5,000,000 children 
in the Sunday-schools, for whom there are 
500,000 teachers. There is a stated minis­ 
ter for every 700 persons or 140 families, 
a place of worship for every 500 persons or 
100 families, and a communicant for every 
eight of the population. The annual cost 
for maintaining religion in the Kingdom is 
£16.000.000.— [N. Y. Tribune.

The game laws continue to raise havoc 
in the courts of Great Britain. Rabbits 
are not game, yet two men at Middles- 
barongh, who were ferreting rabbits, un­ 
derwent a hard experience a short time 
ago. The keeper of the estate followed 
them and had a fight, in which he was 
beaten. Wnen he recovered he found the 
prisoners had got forty or fifty yards away 
from him. 
He consequently got on his 
horse, and, raising his loaded gun, dis­ 
charged it at one of the prisoners. So 
good was the aim that it appears there 
were twelve shot wounds in the man’s right 
thigh, thirteen in the calf of his right les, 
and twelve in the calf of his left leg. On 
the balance, therefore, the keeper seems 
to have conducted himself far worse than 
the prisoners. Not so, however, thought 
the Bench. The “ poachers" were fined 
£2 and costs, or one month’s imprisonment 
for ferreting, and sentenced to two months’ 
imprisonment for the assault. The keeper 
was not even blamed. It used to be said 
that many hunting men thought it far 
worse to shoot a fox than to kill a man ; 
but in this case we have magistrates who 
clearly think it worse to catch a rabbit 
than to sboot a man.—[The Honr. 
A dispatch from London, dated Febru­ 
ary 23d, says : “ A consignment of Cali­ 
fornia quail has reached Inverary from 
America. They havo been sent over by 
L>rd Lirne, in the hope that it may be 
posssible to introduce the breed into the 
Highlands. They are at present housed 
in the Duke of Argyle’s pheasantry, at 
Glengarv. and are to be turned out in 
May. The Dake has recently imported a 
number of wild turkeys, which have been 
set free in the wooae of Inverary, bat it is 
too eoon to be able to judge whether the 
experiment will be successful.”

AMONG T£E BUSHMEN. 


A quarter of a century ago I foimd myself 
In Cape Town, South Africa. 
I was then 
a sailor, and not liking the abusive and 
cruel manner in which the commander 
treated his crew, I declined to continue 
longer in the ship. 
W hile waiting for a 
vessel th a t needed an officer I became ac­ 
quainted with two Englishmen, by name 
M r. W hipley abd Mr. Baker. 
They had 
come to Africa solely for the purpose of 
hunting the large game wfcioh at that pe­ 
riod was to be found in abundance some 
forty or fifty miles to the north and east of 
Cape Town. 
This was in the country of 
the Bushmen, and ss they were not of a 
particularly brave or warlike character, a j 
party of hunters could generally get along ; 
w ithout meeting with any serious obstruc­ 
tions from them. The danger of treachery 
from the B r-hmen added zest to the sport, 
and if a thieving negro was shot dow and 
then instead of a rhinoceros or a hyena, 
why then t .ere was one lees negro in 
Africa. 
W hen I first made the acquaintance of 
W hipley and Baker they were preparing ( 
to start for a week’s shoot, and thev kindly 
invited me to j Ho them. 
Tney also gen- 
nusly offered to supply me with a large cal­ 
iber rifle, ammunition, knife and everything 
else which I (mould require for Each a jour­ 
ney. 
T.iia liberality I did not attnbu.e to 
an excessive foodness for my company 
On 
the con’rary I had the sense to see that 
another white man added strength to the 
Anglo-Six >n element, which was a very im­ 
portant item when it is considered that onr 
attendants were all black men, who had 
been picked up while loafing about Cape 
Town. 
The savage instincts of the race 
had not been so thoroughly eliminated by 
their frequent contact with the white men 
as to make them altogether honest and 
trustw orthy, and it was necessary that this 
fact should be borne in mind. 
The food 
supplies consisted largely of hard bread 
and cheese, we expecting to kill enough 
game to supply the party with fresh meat. 
I »1 ould not neglect to say that my English 
friends were care'ul to see that the fluid 
part of the provisions was not overlooked, 
and aB fhis c nsisted of a generous quan­ 
tity ot old English ale in bottles, I thought 
th fir forethought very commendable. 
The provisions, a shelter tent, three ri­ 
ñes, two shotguns and the ammunition em­ 
braced about all we cared to be incumbered 
with. 
Our attendants consisted of six ne­ 
groes and four dogs. 
To the negroes we 
assigned the duty of lugging our supplies. 
Tttis was vrry well so far as the ammuni­ 
tion and shelter tent were concerned, but 
wa found before long that a great mistake 
had been made in committing to their 03re 
the food and liquid supplies. 
The arrangements being completed, we 
started off one fine morning, and after 
trudging through a mountainous country 
for five hruis. we selected a cool and shady 
spot, where we prepared to partake of some 
refresh menta and to rest for an hour. 
While munching my heard bread, I was 
suddenly made aware of the presence of one 
of those slimy and poisonous serpents which 
inhabit this part of the earth, by observing 
the excited manner and wild gesticulations 
of one of the negroes. 
Looking up I saw 
the basilisk eyes of a snake glaring at me, 
and as it was not more than fifteen feet 
away, and ready to spring. 1 was in a posi­ 
tion of great danger. 
Baker, who was 
seated a few rods to my left, seized his gun 
and shot the snake dead. 
Fortunately for 
me he had carried his gun, expecting to 
shoot some birds before we uncovered the 
large game. 
The probability of this cool 
an? shady place being the favorite resort 
of poisouous snakes was not pleaeant to 
contémplalo, and the proposal to move w ith­ 
out further dc-lay met the hearty approval 
of the party. 
We pursued our journey until nearly 7 
o’clock that night. 
The creeping vines 
and rank vegetation made the walking dif 
ficult and fatiguing, and had W hipley or 
Baker suggested the advisability of camp­ 
ing long before this hour, I should have 
been very glad. 
They, however, were 
anxious to reach the borders of a small 
river or creek, where they expected to find 
the hippopotami and rhinoceros in the 
iungle which extended along its margin. 
Trie lasiy negroes were now becoming 
restive, and I believe they would have re­ 
fused to continue longer with us had not 
W hipley threatened to shoot them if they 
dropped our Btores. This was not a Christ­ 
ian-like way of persuading men to do one’s 
bidding, but it must be remembered that 
our rervants were but haif civilized, and 
the only thiDg a savage can unders'and is 
f iree. 
This was the opinion of Whipley 
and Baker, and as their experience in such 
m atters was much greater than mine, I 
suppose they must have been the most com­ 
petent judges. 
Wnen at last the order was given to 
spread the tent, we had gotten within eight 
or nine hundred yards of the river. 
We 
were on the verge of the forest, and the 
jungle was within one hundred yards of the 
spot. 
Supper was prepired, and ample 
justice was done to our not over luxurious 
fare. 
W e had expected to shoot an ante­ 
lope daring the day, but none had been 
seen. 
An antelope steak would have m a­ 
terially improved cur larder and been ap­ 
preciated by the party. 
A fter the negroes had eaten their supper 
we set them to work gathering fuel for the 
tires we intended to build aronnd the camp, 
and whon night set in the torch was ap­ 
plied and ws were soon surrounded by fire. 
This was done to keep off the prowling hy­ 
enas and other wild animals during the 
dark r sac. 
As we could not trust the ne­ 
groes to keep the fires burning without be­ 
ing watched, we divided the night into 
watches, and W hipley agreed to stand the 
first, Baker the second and I the last 
watch 
W rapping a blanket around my body I 
lay on the ground inside the tent and was 
soon asleep. 
I had been asleep four or five 
hours when I was aroused by a series of 
prolonged howls and the furious barking 
and squeaking of the dogs. 
I jumped up, 
and, seiaibg my rifle, rushed out of the 
tent. 
The firos were burning low, and 
some wore quito out. 
W hipley and Baker 
were ¡■taodiug close together holding their 
rifles cocked, and when I saw them in this 
fighting attitude I cocked my rifle and 
joined them. 
The cause for this alarm was 
soon explained. 
The negroes had stolen 
our stores, and they had gorged themselves 
with the food and drank so much ale that 
they wero ready to b e s t. They were crazy 
drunk, and while their stomachs were so 
distended they could not stand, they could 
still use their tongues, and this they did so 
well th at the forest fairly resounded with 
their cries. 
Four or five hyenas were 
prowling around the camp, and when toe 
dogs attacked them two of the dogs were 
killed ar.d one was badly wounded. 
The 
injured dog was moaning piteously, while 
the unhurt one was yelling with all hiB 
might. 
We conld hear the crunching of 
bones just beyond the line of the fires, and 
when it wa9 learned later that one of the 
negroes mere drunk than the others had 
fallen in a stnpor outside the fires, the hor­ 
rible thought became a certainty, and we 
knew the hyenas were holding their ghoul­ 
ish fe3st over his body. 
“ H ist!” said Baker. 
“ Don’t you see 
those glittering eyes yonder* under those 
bushes ?” pointing with his hand toward a 
clump of bushes not over thirty yards 
away. 
W hipley and I looked in the direction 
pointed ont, and we saw the gleaming eyes 
of some animal. 
“ T hat’s no hyena,” 
said Whipley. 
“ Stand close together, and take the beat 
aim yon can, and when I give the word 
let’s fire together. For God’s sake be quick 
or he’ll charge us !” 
In the presence of such imminent danger 
our nerves became as firm as steel, and in 
less time than it takes me to tell, we had 
drawn close together, taken aim, asd at the 
word "n o w ,” we fired at the glitteriog 
orbs. 
H ardly had the report died away 
when a fierce growl, followed by the fall 
of a body within twenty feet of where we 
were standing, made ns spring aside. 
The 
animal gave several fierce growls and struck 
out migatily with his paws, scattering one 
of onr tires to the four winds of heaven, 
aud then it rolled over and remained quiet. 


W e loaded our rifles, and cautiously ad­ 
vancing we fired two more shots into the 
animal’s head. 
As tin bullets crashed 
through its brain, not a tremor of the body 
conld be seen, and we were now convinced 
th a t'it wae dead. 
On examination it proved to be a large 
male lion, and aft.-r this was known we 
mentally thanked God for onr deliverance. 
Of all the beasts of the forest we dreaded 
to encounter the lion was the one which we 
feared the moat, and it was understood 
among ns when we left Cape Town th at 
should one cross oar path a shot should not 
be fired unless it was imperative to do so to 
aave onr own lives. 
“ Fix the fires at once,” cried W hipley, 
when he saw the carcass of the lion. 
A 
large quantity of shrub had been piled np_, 
in the camp before night s tt in, and from 
this the fire? were fed,-and soon they were 
burning brightly. 
The probability th at more lions might 
be prowiicg around the camp effectually 
destroyed oar inclination to sleapany more 
th at night, and we agreed to remain on 
guard until daylight. 
The sharp report of the rifles, followed 
by the growls of the lion, seemed to arouse 
the drunken negroes to a sense of their 
danger, and they staggered to the eenterof 
the camp and huddled clcse together, per­ 
fectly submissive now and docileaskittens. 
W hipley expressed the greatest contempt 
for them, and had it not been for Baker, I 
-. ;r:iy believe he w -nld have driven thtm 
beyond the fires to take their chances with 
the lions and hyenas. 
Some time later 
W hipley explained th at he fell asleep d u r­ 
ing the latter part cf his watch, and the 
negroes had taken advantage of this to 
steal onr supplies ami get drunk. 
He 
knew it was a bad thing to do, but he was 
eo overcome by the bodily exertions of the 
day that he could cot help it. 
The fear that lions and other savage 
beasts were prowling around, only waitiug 
for a favorable opportunity to make a dash 
at us, kept our nerves strung up to the high­ 
est tension, and when at last daylight ap­ 
peared we felt as if a mighty load had been 
lifted from our minds. 
The negroes had 
nearly demolished our stores, for what they 
could not eat they had tcattered over the 
ground in the most wasteful manner. 
We 
gathered enough bread aod cheese to last 
for a day or two. Baker found some coffee, 
but for awhile we thcughf we should have 
to do without it, as the coffee-pot could not 
be found. K sowing that the negroes could 
not eat it, we made a close search ana 
finally fjund it uuder some bushes tw enty 
feet beyond the camp. 
It smelied power­ 
fully of Btale ale, and this was convincing 
proof that the negroes had used it to drink 
out of, and when they were well “ set up” 
they had tossed it away. 
The bold man­ 
ner in which they had acted convinced ns 
that we had picked up about as bad a lot 
of black tbievea as could be found in Cape 
Town, and it was decided to drive them out 
of the camp as soon as they could stand. 
It was now impossible to continue out a 
week, and it « is agreed th at we should 
hunt that day and return to Cape Town the 
following day. 
Ttie wonnded dog was be- 
yODd the hope of recovery, and we shot 
him to put him out cf agony. 
W hipley took tho coffee-pot and started 
toward the river to get some water, and 
after an absence of ten or fifteen minutes 
he returned with it filled. 
He said he had 
seen a full-gro wn hippopotamus just emerg­ 
ing from the water not more than one hun­ 
dred yards from where he was standing, 
and not wishing to alarm it he had filled 
his coffee-pot and made his way back very 
quietly. 
W hipley was a true hunter, and I eoald 
see how intensely pleased he was at the 
chance of getting a shot at the hippopo­ 
tamus. 
Our bad luck and misfortune of 
the night had temporarily flown from his 
miud, and while waiting for the coffee to 
boil his impatience to be off to the river 
was manifested by several vigorous expres­ 
sions, and the coffee-pot was consigned to 
the devil more than once. 
At last the 
coffee was ready, and after making a hasty 
breakfast we gathered up the few remain­ 
ing supplies and tho tent, aud hid them 
under some bushes, piling a lot of brush on 
top to make them as safe as possible.

We now took the ramrods from our rifle3 
(chis was btfore the era of breach loaders), 
and applied them to the carcasses of the 
negroes,and so vigorously and heartily wa3 
this done that it proved the verj’ beat med­ 
icine we could adm iuistir to I he half-drunk­ 
en brutes. 
Tney were soon dancing about, 
and after W hipley had explained to them 
th at tbeir comnany could be immediately 
dispensed with, they realized that their fun 
was over, and slowly slunk away in the 
forest. 
The only dog left belonged to the 
negioos, aud he followed them despite all 
we could do to coax him to remain with us. 
This we regretted, for we could have used 
him to advantage in the jungle. 
After reaching the banks of the river we 
made an effort to walk along its margin, 
but the soit mud was so yielding we had to 
abandon the attem pt. 
W e now forced oar 
way into the jungle, and after an hour’s la­ 
borious work we struck a rift leading from 
the river to the direction of the forest. 
It 
was apparent th at it had been caused by 
the tread of many large animals, and 
W hipley thought it was their path to the 
water. As we approached the river we saw 
a large hippopotamus coming out of it. 
His body was well out of the water, and 
cffered a good mark for our rifles. We had 
come upon him so suddenly that he was not 
aware of our presence, and before he had 
time to discover us, W hipley and Baker 
gave him a shot from their rifles.

We 
had better lie low here and give them a few 
shots before we make the effort.” 
The Bushmen ran huddled together, aud 
advanced toward the jungle, and as they 
oame on we heard the yelping of a dog soma 
distanoe ahead of them. 
The cur seemed 
to have scented our whereabouts, and as 
the Bushmen followed his trail, it was evi­ 
dent that in 3 few minutes they would be 
upon us. 
In silence wo awaited the onward rush 
of the Bavage negroes until they had got­ 
ten within one hundred yards of us, and 
then, picking out three of the leaders, we 
rshed our rifles and fired. Every shot took 
effect, and the three negroes dropped to 
the earth. 
This brought the party to a 
sudden bait, and we improved the time by 
loading our rifles. 
The respite, however, 
was of short duration, and they were about 
to close with as when the jungle near them 
opened, and a fierce rhinoceros charged 
right into their midst, impaling one of the 
negroes on his horn and knocking down and 
trampling on all whom he encountered in 
his fearful charge. 
The monster's charge 
was so sudden and unexpected that it de­ 
moralized the negroes, and they scattered 
and ran in all directions. 
The appearance on the scene of such an 
ally aet-'nished ns, and for a few seconds 
we were quite dazed by the event. 
B ut 
we soon recovered onr senses, and embrac­ 
ing the chance offered by the panic among 


the negroes, we ran for the forest, and in a 
very short time we reached its sheltering 
fold and were hidden from the view of onr 
enemies. 
W e continued on a “ dogtrot"’ 
through the forest until quite exhausted. 
As the shouts from our foes h»d long since 
died away, we moderated onr pace and pro­ 
ceeded more leisurely. 
W hipley had a 
small pocket compass, and we looked to 
him to extricate ur from the wilderness and 
gnide ns to Cape Town. 
As night approached and the shadows 
were cast over the fortBt, I imagined that 
I saw spectral forms flitting before me. 
Hungry, with no chance of getting any­ 
thing to e a t; weary and footsore, with no 
safe place to rest, we felt truly miserable. 
How should we pass the night ? In a tree, 
was the only solution to the query, and we 
looked around to find one which we could 
climb, and th at would also he large enough 
to protect us from the attacks of savage 
beAsts. 
Deliverance from this woful predicament 
was near at hand, for while we were in the 
act of asc-nding a tree which Baker had 
hit upon for a “ roosting place,” the bark­ 
ing of dogs was heard some distance on our 
right, and soon after we heard the crack­ 
ling of twigs and a creaking sound which 
we could attribute to but one cause— 
namely, an ox cart much in n ed of a lubri­ 
cant. 
The party (for such it proved to be) 
soon after carne to a halt, and through the 
oppressive stillness of the forest we heard 
orders given in a language th at sounded as 
sweet to us then as the most heavenly mu­ 
sic, and soon the cheerful biaze oi a tire illu­ 
mined the forest. 
■ Wc now cautiously approached the camp 
of the stranger.^, and when the dog began 
barking Whipley cried out in a loud voice, 
“ W'e are Englishmen in distress.” 
Tn9 dogs were beaten back and we heard 
a voice calling us “ to come into camp.” 
This we were not slow in doing, and we 
found the strangers to be a strong party of 
hunters returning 10 Cape Town after a 
mouth’s shooting. 
Tney were thoroughly- 
equipped with arms and supplies, aud had 
a pair of oxen to haul the cart containing 
them. 
The party consistid of four En- 
| glibhmen and ten trusted Caffre servants, 
and when I asked one of the Englishmen if 
he did not fear an attack from the Bushmen 
who treated us so treacherously he laughed, 
and said “ he thought they wouldn’t bother 
us. 
If they did a volley from the rifles of 
his Caffres would scatter them .” 
W’e ate a hearty supper, after which our 
friends supplied us with a blanket apiece, 
and 33 we were completely exhausted wc 
were excused from makÍDg a very lengthy 
recital of our adventures that night. 
The last time I saw Whipley and Baker 
they wero getting ready a strong party of 
friendly Caffres “ to have that shoot out 
anyhow.” 
They swore they should get 
even with the Bushmen, and when this re­ 
mark was made I saw by .the wicked look 
in their eyes they meant business.—[Ed­ 
ward Manning, in Forest and Stream. 


DO 
PLANTS 
THINK? 


In tracing the analogy between animals 
and plants, some of tho moat striking char­ 
acteristics are manifested, and strange con­ 
clusions are unavoidable. 
The mere we 
study plant life, the more we become con­ 
vinced that life is a unit, varying in form 
only, not iu principle. Everything capable 
of reproduction, grawth or developm n t is 
governed by the same law. 
T nat law or 
principle is life. 
That plants think, or manifest any power 
analagous to w hat is termed instinct in an­ 
imals, and the human reason or understand­ 
ing, is not generally supposed ; in fact it is 
a subject but little understood. Seldom do 
we see a person with sufficient courage to 
assert such a belief in opposition to the 
prevalent, popular opinion to the contrary. 
The close observer of the habits of plants 
daily witnesses many manifestations of in­ 
telligence in their seareh for food"; in look­ 
ing tor support, if climbing plants ; in their 
persistent efforts to have their own way iu 
the performance of duty, and more partic­ 
ularly in the manner of selection of the 
sexes—all of these showing plainly th at if 
plants do not think for themselves, some 
one m ust think for them, which makes the 
analogy between them and many men al­ 
most perfect. 
Plants have, to the full extent of their 
necessities, a power of observation, of dis­ 
crimination in the selection of their food, 
a knowledge of where it is to be obtained, 
and the power, to a considerable extent, to 
obtain it. 
For instance, bury the carcass 
of an animal in the garden, say twenty feet 
from the nearest grapevine, the vine will 
know it, and tho underground part of the 
vine will at ones change its direction, and 
make a direct march for this new store­ 
house of food, and apon reaching it will 
throw ont an almost incredible number of 
roots for the consumption of the food. Let 
us say here that it is a mistake to suppose 
th at all the underground portione of a tree 
or vine are roots : they are simply branches. 
The white delicate fibers put forth in 
spring at the same time the leaves grow on 
the branches in the atmosphere, are the 
true roots ; they contribute to the support 
and growth of the plant by the food which 
they absorb from the soil, "precisely as the 
leaves on the branches do by that taken 
from the atmosphere. 
These roots are so 
small that they are rarely, if ever, noticed, 
and are annually shed from the subterra­ 
nean branches, as the leaves are from the 
aeriel ones. 
If any one wishes to witness 
the persistency of the vine in its efforts to 
obtain food, let them dig a trench two feet 
deep, midway between the vine and the 
carcass ; when the vine reaches the trench, 
finding its Bupply cut off, it takes in the 
situation at a glance, and takes a down­ 
ward course until it reaches the bottom of 
the trench, then it tunnels under, comes up 
to near the surface on the opposite Bide, 
and fiai-hes its journey. 
A friend of the writer, a number of 
years since, planted a weeping willow in a 
dry, gravelly bank on the side of his house 
—a situation in every respect unsuited to 
this tree, which delights in a heavy, moist 
locality ; the result was a slow, stunted 
growth, short branches, and an early fall­ 
ing of its foliage in antumn. 
After a few 
years, in which it had barely lived, it 
commenced a most vigorous growth, and 
in a few months had made a greater devel­ 
opment than iu as many years previous. 
This rapid growth was as astonishing as 
pleasing, the cause of which was enveloped 
in mystery, until the following season, 
when he had an occasion to repair tee pump 
in hi3 well, on the opposite side of tho 
house, more than sixty feet distant. There, 
to his eurprise, he found his well tilled 
with the roots from the willow, which had 
thrown down its underground branches be­ 
low the cellar wall, then crept across un­ 
de. the cover of a concrete floor, then up­ 
wards on the north side of the house until 
n«ar the surface,' then proceeding in a di­ 
rect line to the well some thirty feet more 
they again took a downward eonrse uatil 
they reached the water th at furnished the 
moisture which was essential to the rapid 
development of the tree. 
The movements of the squash vine when 
pressed by hunger or thirst are truly won­ 
derful. 
During a severe drought place a 
basin of water at night, say two feet from 
a strong vine, and in the morning it wiii 
be found bathing in the basm. 
Is not this 
an indication of thought in the vine ? D >es 
it not indicate a knowledge in the vine 
analagous to the human understanding? 
There must be some agency employed to 
bring the vine to the fountain : either the 
plant’s own volition, or its direct guidance 
by the unerring hand of Providence. Con­ 
sider it in either light, and the facts are no 
less wonderful, and they cannot but awaken 
within you all that is noble and pure in your 
nature. 
It will also teach you the garden 
is not altogether a creature of your hands, 
however much you may be devoted to its 
care and arrangement. 
You will not say, 
like theproad Assyrian : “ By the strength 
of my hand have I done it, and by my wis­ 
dom.” 
I t will also teach you that He who 
cares for you, caros no less for the flowers ; 
th at both are the objects of the same tend­ 
er, loving care ; both are chapters in the 
unw ritten book of life.—[Ladies* Floral 
Cabinet.

THE HORSE. 


An agricultural exchange disposes 
of 
th e snbject of fast walking horses in this 
wise : 
“ A reliable fast walker must be 
born so, and the beit, quickest and cheap­ 
est way to get at this is to breed him. For 
this purpose select the fastest walking stal­ 
lion to be found aud breed him to the fast­ 
est walking mare obtainable.” This theory 
is about as true as the schoolboy’s reply 
when asked to deecribe a crab : “ A shell­ 
fish that walks backward.” 
The fact is 
fast walking is not a natural, but an ac­ 
quired gait, and very difficult to acquire in 
the majority of cases. 
If horses were not 
taught to walk fast there would be no fast 
horcos to breed from. 
Some horses mani­ 
fest a greater aptuess for acquiring certain 
gaits than others, and this aptness is ob­ 
servable in particular families, but it must 
be brought out by education, otherwise it 
will remain dormant. 
The natural walk 
of the horse is slow. 
The gait described in 
a fast walking horse is betwern an amble 
and an ordinary walk, and must be taught 
to be acquired. 
This theory of an agri­ 
cultural ccntemporery moa the science of 
breeding into the ground. 
A Texas exchange describes an S 000-acre 
ranch in that State a3 entirely iti voted to 
the breeding of ponies. 
Tho stock consists 
of seven Shetland stalluns and i r'.yrive 
Shetland mares, all pure bred, and 300 
small spotted mares. Tiie Uliiputianarange 
over tho prairies like sheep, and are as gen­ 
tle as possible. 
T .e expeu:e3 foot up very 
little mare than a sheep farm the same 
size, and the profits are more than twice as 
much. 
An Eastern exchange says that Iroquois 
is in splendid shape, and Tom (Jannim is 
moving him along steadily but slowly. His 
leg3 look all right, but whether they will 
stand the galloping necessary to fit him for 
his engagements is as yet a question. 
.Sachem has spread and thickened, and 
great things aie expected of him by the 
Danebury people. 
The Board of Trustees of the W alla Walla 
Agricultural Society are making efforts to 
purchase the Driving Park at that place. 
The price is 810,000, to be taken in fifty 
shares of 8200 each. 
Subscriptions are be­ 
ing made freely, and the move will no 
doubt be successful. 
The trotting horse Count Monte, owned 
by C. Rhodes, of Milton, N. Y., while in a 
match race at New burg, on the 10th ulti­ 
mo, ruptured a blood veeael. He was with­ 
drawn from the track, but dropped dead 
while being taken to the stable. 
N. Armstrong, owner of Monarch ard 
Lord Kigian, was at the New Orleans races 
recently acting as timer. 
He likes the 
place, and will, he says, ¡11 future winter 
his horses there.

We confess surprise that a journal, gen­ 
erally eo clear in its views, and bo liberal 
in its estimate of true State policy as the 
San Francisco Bulletin, should have gone 
so far astray in its criticism of the meth­ 
ods of distributing the school funds, It 
discovers—what every one knew—that 
some couni ies contribute more to the school 
fund than they receive from it. Declaring 
these to be the “ thralls of the State,” it 
closes a labored statistical review with 
these words : “ It would be more equitable 
and economical for each county to support 
its own schools.” A fortnight ago the 
Record Union pointed out all the essen­ 
tial facts cited by the Bulletin, and called 
attention to the errors of a bill, then pend­ 
ing, to change the system of distribution. 
The author of the bill became convinced 
of its injustice, and ceased to press it. The 
school system of thiB State rests upon the 
principle that it is maintained for all the 
children of the State. The distribution of 
the school fund is made upon a per capita 
basis. The school age is fixed by minimum 
and maximum, and an annual census taken 
under restrictions that are sufficient, 
and 
according to 
a 
system 
well 
guarded. County boundaries are recog­ 
nized 
only 
as matters of geograph­ 
ical 
convenience. 
They 
do 
not 
limit in any manner the extension of the 
benefits of the system to all children. As 
there never can, in successive years, in a 
new country with a light population, be 
maintained an exact proportion of the 
groups of children between given ages— 
because of the changes of residence, 
death, the inequalities of the groups pass­ 
ing into and out of school age, etc—it 
follows that in some years counties which 
drew money in excesB of contribution will 
in othcrB contribute in excess of the sum 
they receive. Where wealth is greatly 
concentrated and taxable property largely 
massed, there will be a constant excess of 
contribution, for the number of school 
children does not have a proportionate re­ 
lation to the amount of the assessment 
roll. If it did, the prolific qualities and 
capacities of the parents of San Francisco 
and Sacramento, for instance, would be 
the marvels of the world. Generally the 
production of children is in inverse ratio 
to the amount of wealth in a community, 
'fo require each county to support its own 
schools wholly would utterly destroy the 
State system. 
It would punish those 
people seeking to build up remote sections 
and interior counties for their enterprise, 
would tend to concentrate population at 
centers of wealth, to the detriment of 
sparsely-settled regions, and to that extent 
would defeat the aim of government : to 
raise up intelligent citizenship, and to 
distribnte the population upon all her acres. 
The children in the State are the wards of 
the State, in whatever county resident, and 
entitled to equal advantages whether dom­ 
iciled in the city or in struggling rural dis­ 
tricts. San Francisco has as deep an in­ 
terest, in the relation she sustains to the 
State, in the education of the children of 
the sections poor in worldly goods, as she 
has in the intelligence of her own youth. 
The concern of the State is for the chil­ 
dren of the State, and the distribution of 
the common bounty of the people per 
capita is the only equitable method possi­ 
ble to be employed. The contribution to 
the common fund is not from counties, but 
from the people, and the machinery of 
county government is only employed to 
facilitate the method of contribution and 
distribution. For the Bulletin to take the 
position that it does is inconsistent with 
its past conrse in the interests of the State 
school system. To carry its argument to 
a logical sequence San Francisco should 
bear a disproportionately heavy share of 
the burden of maintaining the prisons and 
asylums, since she contributes the greater 
share of their inmates, and conncies should 
be limited in scholarship privileges in the 
University, since the great center of 
wealth, as it contributes more to the ap­ 
propriations voted by the Legislature to 
that institution than any other county, 
should be secured in the right to absorb 
a proportionate share in the benefits. The 
State contributions to the schools support 
none ; they only aid the people who are 
already sufficiently taxed by special sohool 
levies. In short, the reasons to be ad- 
dueed in favor of the present system of 
distribution of school money are as endless 
as the position taken by the Bulletin íb 
absurd. 


ABOUr CUR BODIES. 
The sanitarians and physicians of this 
day delight in exploding the theories of 
yesterday as to how we shall conduct our­ 
selves to secure the longest lease of life 
and the highest state of health. Dr. Sar­ 
gent, of Hartford, Conp., comes to the 
front now to tell us it is an erroneous 
idea prevailing that the strongest men 
come from the country. 
While certain 
bones and muscles are largpr by reason of 
labor in certain localities, it doc-8 not fol­ 
low that there is a corresponding develop­ 
ment of 
the heart and lnage. So, when 
w(^ find 
one especially robust as to bone 
and muscle, it may be that it is a case 
where there is a lo3s of energy in one direc­ 
tion for the excess of it in another. He 
also tells us that the best physiques are by 
no means to be found in the great cities, 
but generally in the large towns and the 
smaller cities, where theie is opportunity 
for plenty of exercise in the open air. Stu­ 
dents are warned that they can do scarce 
anything more harmful than to spend their 
vacations, as many 
do, in unwonted hard 
labor in 
the field ; 
to do so is to expose 
themselves to dangers possibly never to 
be thereafter avoided. We all know that 
the body must not be subjected to con- 
tinned extraordinary exertion suddenly. 
The ability to sustain continued strain is 
the result of slow growth. For one of 
sedentary habits, therefoie, to enter upon 
the great exertion of mountain-climbing 
and the privations of camping life sud­ 
denly, we may reasonably conclude is not 
restful and beneficial ; and if this is true, 
we are all wrong abont camp life in our 
snmmer vacations, for that it is accompa­ 
nied by severe physical exertion, except 
where one is able to tike along a retinue of 
servants, is not to be denied. The doctor 
considers the system that prevails in some 
rural districts, of rising in the chill and 
dampness of the morning, say at 4 o’clock, 
and working for several hours before break­ 
fast, is simply barbarous, aud sensible peo­ 
ple must agTee with him. At such a time, 
aud with the body in such a condition, the 
invitation to disease and a breaking down 
of the constitution is most inviting. The 


same rale applies to those college men who 
go out for a two hours’ pull on the river 
before breakfast. We remember one prac­ 
tical farmer who had his men early to bed 
and early np, but not one was permitted 
to leave the house until he had partaken of 
alightdishof reasonably warm food, and had 
spent some ten or fifteen minutes in quiet, 
light, indoor avocation before departing 
for the hard labor of the field. In two 
hours’ time the men came in to a break­ 
fast with appetites and digestions that 
were insured. That farmer seldom had a 
sick man on his place, although for two 
decades he employed from sixty to seventy 
men during each year. The same farmer 
discharged an employe if he ventured to 
take liquor upon an empty stomach under 
any circumstances. Tue result was that 
less liquor was consumed on that farm 
than any other for twen*y milts around, 
and a case of drunkenness was very rare. 
Dr. McSherry, an emimnt authority, tells 
us that idleness is more wearisome to the 
body and more trying to the whole system 
than Bevcre labor. 
Our rest must 
never degenerate into idleness. 
The 
weariness of 
labor 
brings 
sound 
sleep, good appetite 
and good di­ 
gestion, but it mast not be excessive 
weariness. Exercise and labor Bhould bring 
the body frequently to a state of perspira­ 
tion, increase the action of the heart and 
send the blood coursing through the veins. 
Walking is good exercise, but that aione 
wearies the brain. Walking, therefore, 
cannot beneficially be adopted as th3 only 
exercise. The man who does not follow 
manual labor should have his saddle horse, 
or his work bench, or a “ buck saw,” or 
his swinging rings and parallel bars, or 
something of the kind to bring into play- 
all the muscles of the body and keep them 
in like development. Riding and sailing 
do cot promote muscular vigor, but are 
greatly beneficial to those who must take 
passive exercise. The agency of exercise, 
says one distinguished author, is prevent­ 
ive of dyspepsia aud consnmption and all 
their train of accompanying evils. None 
can observe the habits of the ordinary bus­ 
iness man of to day and not be convinced 
that he needs more muscular exercise than 
he takes. The merchants’ clubs should 
have rooms fitted as a gymnasium, if their 
members have not some other system for 
some daily vigorous exercise of the muscles. 
The surest way to keep the intellect active 
and the mental powers vigorous is to ac­ 
company their exercise with daily physical 
exercise. Longevity is promoted by labor, 
and especially in the open air, and of this 
no one can have a doubt, but the extremes 
of exercise and the lack of it are to be 
avoided, and a happy mean attained that 
will bring our bodies to their highest de­ 
velopment. 


SENSATIONAL NEWS PUBLISHING. 
A clergyman at Stockton has oreatcd 
some local excitement by charging, in a re­ 
cent discourse on the causes for crime, that 
much is to be laid at the door of tho daily 
press, because of the methods employed in 
publishing the details of crime, and what 
are known as “ press horrors.” H ois re­ 
ported to have said: “ I’m not talking 
against publishing the facts, but against 
the manner of presenting them. There is 
no good reason why the people should not 
know w hat is going on in the world, so 
long as the facts are not narrated in an 
overdrawn style, headed in a sensational 
and taking manner. This has fostered a 
mania for bloodshed. 
These things are 
read too much. You read your paper and 
if they are not there you call it tame. If 
it publishes the bare frets, it is called dull. 
This shows that the minds of the people 
have become sensational. The people de­ 
mand it of the press, and the press must 
furnish it or be left. 
The pres3 is not 
to blame, but the people.” In these 
inelegantly expressed sentiments there 
is much of truth. There is altogether too 
mnoh of the sensational in the manner of 
publishing criminal news. Whether this 
is charge-able to the people, or to the press 
which has developed and encouraged such 
a taste, is not now the question—it exists. 
The sooner it is decreased, and finally ob­ 
literated, the better. Conscientious jour­ 
nalists should lend their efforts to this ac­ 
complishment. It is possible to be brought 
about. If a dozen of the leading journals 
of the East would inaugurate the reform 
it would not be long before it would be as 
fashionable in press circles as is now the 
extravagant and baneful style referred to. 
Plain statement should euflioe. Murders, 
seductions, adulteries, Buicides and out­ 
rages Bhould not be presented in such a 
garb and with such “ taking” head lines 
as to detract from the enormity of their 
character, or give to the relation the spice 
of humor, or to oonvey the idea that the 
affair is one rather for levity than serious­ 
ness. The prurient taste should not be 
pandered to. The sensitiveness of the 
youthful mind to wrong ard cruelty should 
not bo dulled by the light and attractive 
method of the news editor and the re­ 
port”' 
Crime should never be made 
“ spicy ” ia recital. The treatment of lo­ 
cal crime as a subject for “ joking” is all 
wrong, and reporters should learn that 
there is scarcely anything more damaging 
of which they are capable. The newepa 
per goes into every honsehold. Its lines 
are read by the young and the old alike, 
and they ahonld be snch lines as the pa­ 
rent might without regret repeat to his boy 
or girl upon his knee. News of crime 
need not be suppressed or diminished. No 
necessary detail need be omitted ; but it 
is not necessary that nastiness or bestiality 
be given at a'l times, or, when given, that 
they should be so presented as to be 
inviting, witty 
or 
humorous. 
Such 
details 
of 
crime 
only 
should 
appear as are necessary to a true relation 
of the essential facts. It is in no sense 
desirable that the details be dished up to 
a morbid faney and libidinous imagination, 
or a prurient taste, or that they be so set 
forth as take from them the keen edge of 
tho moral all such recitals should convey. 
If it is marital infelicity, why treat it as 
“ Rich Development,” when it ooncerns the 
destruction of the most sacred tie upon 
which civilization rests? If it is murder, 
why treat it as " Another Man for Break­ 
fast ?” If it is abduction, why serve it np 
as “ A Dainty Bit of Scandal?” Are the 
citizens involved those of former good re­ 
pute, why seek to destroy all faith in 
society by announcing it with a chuckle as 
"Crime in High Life ?” 
Is it the case of 
a miserable MagdaleD, why should her 
deeds be paraded as "The Gay Ilaps and 
Mishaps of a Lively Girl ? ’ Why, indeed, 
should crime ever be the cause or subject 
for jest ? The world is full of good, and 


the pare, and the delightfnl; the days are 
rich with innocent childhood and modest 
womanhood, and pure-mindedness. The 
press Bhould do nothing to dull the sensi­ 
bilities, lessen the abhorrence for all that 
is low, vulgar aud criminal, or weaken the 
force of the lesson that every crime teaches. 
The flippant method of treatment; the 
“ sensational stylo;” the elaborate detail ; 
tho trilling with the woes of mankind ; 
the lewd suggestion and the heartless 
reference—do more to demoralize the youth 
of the age than the men dream of, who, in 
the columns of the daily press of oar great 
cities dish up nauseous scandal and the 
horrible details of criminal outrages. A 
pure and eminent journalist, who went to 
his grave honored and respected by all men, 
left these words to his fellow-journalists 
as a rule of action : “ A press is never im­ 
partial, when, by the predominance it gives 
to crime in its reports, it conveys the im­ 
pression that crime is tho most important 
thing to be reported, when in truth it ia 
the least important. Its records do not 
binder crime, do not nourish virtue, do not 
advance intelligence, do not purify youth, 
do not build the best interests of society ; 
and the absorption ef the columns cf the 
daily press by them is a stupendous moral 
nuisance that ought to be abated.” 
The reform, if ev»r it comes, must begin 
with the news gathering associations which 
collect and send to tho press the details of 
crime. 
They must be taught first to 
search for the good in this world, else the 
people will arrive at that state when tho 
pure, and the simple, and the chaste will 
ba insipid, tasteless and even repulsive. 
The physical laws find their counterpart in 
the moral nature ; the appetite, become 
morbid by stimulation and over seasoning, 
may in time ba incapable of appreciating 
wholesome food; the baier intellectual 
tastes, stimulat'd by sensational literature, 
will as surely reject the nourishing and 
manifest no relish for the pure.

IRELAND’S FRIEND. 
If the Irish people can rise to a true 
conception of the faot that the’r best 
friend at this moment, in all the world, is 
the statesman Gladstone, they will find 
light soon shining upon their paths. lie is 
the one man of the ago who holds together 
antagonistic political factions, and pre­ 
vents them from rending each other 
asunder, and in whose contentions Ire­ 
land would suffer most. He is tho all­ 
powerful friend of Ireland at this moment, 
and alone can defy and control the ele­ 
ments that make the Irish question an un­ 
settled one. Gladstone is the natural ene­ 
my of tyranny, but he is a shrewd and 
far-seeing politician, a statesman of almost 
unparalleled prescient powers, a wise and 
secret keeping diplomatist, a natural-born 
leader of men, and when he breaks an 
enemy and demolishes a position it is done 
without that assault at arms, that blare of 
trumpet and cry of victory in which others 
delight. He is a healer among his people, 
if they will but trust to his ministrations. 
He is tho man of all others among English 
statesmen who can rise superior to the 
feelings of revenge, the prejudices of race 
and the sentiments of an hour, to advance 
measures that shall make indelible records 
in the world’s history; to consider the 
wrongs of a people as a race, distinct from 
the few who disgrace it by assassination 
and disloyal plots for the commission of 
crime; the man of all others with the 
power to execute, who can devise plans 
that, once diselosed, will command the re­ 
spect of the world, and insure fealty to 
them on the part of his nation. His dan­ 
ger of failure lies in the struggles of the 
pigmy politicians whom he at present holds 
in his grasp ; in the acts of secret oon- 
claves ; in the heated and vexing importuni­ 
ties and appeals of reputed friends of Ire­ 
land ; in the jealousies of rivals and the de­ 
mands of those to whom revenge is dearer 
than justice.

The Republicans of Sacramento to-day 
hold a primary election to select nominees. 
The chief interest centers upon the cboije 
of a candidate for Second Trustee. Two 
gentlemen are before their party for the 
nomination—W. F. Knox and John Ryan. 
The party is fortunate iu having such can­ 
didates presented. Beth are old citizens 
of unquestionable integrity and capability, 
enjoying the confidence and esteem of the 
people. Both have been tried in the office, 
and each has served us with faithfnlnees, 
ability and honesty. This Bhould be a suf­ 
ficient guarantee that which ever is chosen 
will discharge his trust and administer the 
affairs of the city according to his best 
judgment and the law which mast be his 
guide. 
It is therefore a matter for

UNPLEDGED CANDIDATES. 


The new petition of the water company 
at San Francisco, for an order restraining 
the Supervisors from fixing water rates, is 
based on the ground that the Supervisors 
were pledged to fixed rates prior to elec­ 
tion, and are thereby disqualified from ex­ 
ercising that impartial judgment as Super­ 
visors which 
the law contemplates. 
Whether there is much or little in this 
claim, it gives force to the objection against 
candidates pledged to specific performances 
when in municipal legislative positions. 
Judge Lorenza Sawyer, one of the ablest 
j arista of the day, and one of the pro- 
fcundeat and most dispassionate thinkers, 
on Thursday, from the bench of the United 
States Circuit Conrt, felt called upon to 
say : “ It might be more conducive to pub­ 
lic interests, and it comports better with 
the dignity of employment, if candidates 
were only pledged to inquire into and con­ 
sider all subjects brought before them iu 
case of their election.” That very cautious 
suggestion is pregnint with good, and will 
have weight with voters in this city, who 
should vote for men who will promise only 


DEATH OF PROFESSOR GREEN. 
The world has met with a great loss in 
the death of Professor J. R. Green, Ex­ 
aminer in the School of Modern History, 
Oxford. No man of this age has been so 
successful in introducing to the study of 
history so large a class of the people. His 
several books on the English people have 
met with a reception that very few works 
of that order have been honored with. His 
never sunk into “ drum and trumpet his­ 
tory.” He believed it to be a reproach to 
many historians that they too tf.en turned 
history into a mere record of the butchery 
of men by their fellow men. Ho preferred 
rather to touch lightly the wars with for­ 
eign powers and tho pcreonal adventures 
aud intrigues of kings and princes, and to 
fix the attention upon the constitutional, 
intellectual and social advances in which 
we read the history of a nation best. 
Without being a great man, Professor 
Green was a benefactor, and by his genius 
and his skill as a narrator reached 
thousands to whom the profounder and 
greater historians are unknown. It will 
ever be a regret that he died without com­ 
pleting the moat important work of his 
life, an extended and fuller history of the 
English race and nation.

It 
is a comprehensive guide to English authors 
and their works, and ia an itcomi arsble 
and invaluable book for use of writers and nil 
others engaged in literary pursuits, as well 
as the general reader who desires to read in­ 
telligently aud acquaint himself with unfa­ 
miliar authors or works mentioned in book 
or paper being perused. Fur ibo iu this 
manner it should be iu every public and pri­ 
vate library, and ia the poetessi n of every 
reading family. In the scope of the work 
all prominent writers, and writers of special 
interest, are carefully noticed, and in nearly 
all cases, particulars concerning them as fol­ 
lows : (I) Date of birth, and in C'ee of de­ 
ceased writers, date of death al»o; (2) title 
of leading works, with date of their produc­ 
tion ; (3) notices of standard biography and 
criticism ; and in many cases (4) critical ex­ 
tracts illustrative of their distinctive charac­ 
teristics.

“ Bullet and Shell ; or, War as the Soldier 
Saw It,” is the name of a new book of 454 
page», by George F. Williams, aud illustrated 
by Edwin Forbes.

The first 
step in the cure of disease is to remove the 
Cause; then, in nearly ail cases. Na'ure will 
remove the difliculty without other aid.

WHAT MADE US SICK. 


EXTRACTS FROM A PAPES ON SiCRA- 
MENrO’3 HEALTH AND MOxTALIIY. 


Some Very Suggestive Words for House­ 
holders—Hints to Authorities as to 
Cesspool Regulation and Drainage. 


At the January meeting of the Sacra­ 
mento Society for Medical Improvement, 
Dr. F. W. Hatch, Secretary of the State 
Board of Health, and Secretary ef the Sacra­ 
mento B ard of Health, read a paper on the 
“ Mortality of Sacramento during the Iset 
four mouths of the year 1882.” It will be 
remembered that that period was popularly 
supposed to be one cf unu-ual character, as 
manifested iu a great amonnt cf sickness 
From Dr. Hatch’s very interesting paper, 
which the society has ordered published in 
fall, aud the length of which precludes its 
publication in extenso here, the following 
notes are drawn : The medical history of Sac­ 
ramento. tho last four months of 1882, he 
considred somewhat exceptional, became of 
prevalence of ciues that ere preventable. 
DLesscs originating in special or simple 
cau-er iacluoe iyphuid fever, diphtheria ami 
p-obably pneumoui-., cerebro*, p nal fever and 
others. í'uose origin,.ting in compound 
causes, eu-h as consist of moro ¡.ban cne spe­ 
cific agent, are typho malarial fevers. While 
consumption cannot be classed among the 
preventable diseases, yet insanitary shrr..und- 
iuge, as damp air, damp soil, bad ventilation, 
etc., are important factors in 
the fatality and oacbatiox 
Of the ditease. Hence, where there is un­ 
usual prevalence of zj taotic cii- 2rfc.i ;u an 
wholesome localities, phthisis often boare a 
close relation tin reto. Of the diseasi s 
treated in the four-months season, ha classes 
all but bronchi-is aud coesumpiion as pre­ 
ventable. Very often bronchi.is has Ken so 
acute and so closely associated in the reports 
with pneumonia, that the possibility of error 
in diagnosis is suggested. The deaths fur 
four months to December 31, 1882. were 182, 
as foil w- ; Ss. ember, 36; Octob", 27; No­ 
vember, 56; D .csinber, 43. In 1881, 154, 
viz : September, 26 ; O-tobcr, 43; Novem­ 
ber, 51; December. 34 Iu 1880, 139 ; Stn- 
tambero 32; O -tober, 40; November, 29; 
December, 38. Largest mortality in Nv u i - 
ber(130); October a-'d December gave 110 
each, ana September 94. With ihe temas ol 
1880 as a basis, this gives an annual death 
rate for 1882 of 20 17 per 1,000 of popula­ 
tion for .September, 15 13 for October, 31.37 
for November, and 24.08 for December.

To ceitainly 24 000. which gives the death 
raie for 1882 as 20.25 per 1.000, or only .78 
greater than for September, 1830, and 1.31 
ltBS than in 1881. But what was the number 
ofcaBescf sickness? No accurate evidence 
is obtainable. Probably the sickness rate 
was in excels of the like period for 1S80 and 
1881. If so, then with itc-case of rickness 
there was comparativ-ly small mortality.

IMPERFECT SEWERAGE 
Is me cause, no doubt, but mainly so when 
taken in connection with detective hou.je 
drainage and bad plumbing. Some houses 
have no drains ; the rear yards receive tha 
liquid and solid refuse alike. In others the 
drains are badly made and leaky. In the 
majority of cases they connect th9 dwelling 
witn unc inented privy vaults and cesspools, 
often foul beyond endurance. In many good 
houses the pipes are nntrapped, the c «spools 
un ventilated, and the gases of decomposition 
pass from privy and ceespool into the houses. 
As a rale in Sacrano nto the pinmblng is bad, 
faulty in pystem and construction. Probably 
the plumber" put in as gcoi work as they rrc 
paid for. Household»rs will after a while 
learu that cheap work is poor economy in 
that direction. Householders should trap a 1 
sewer connections and ventilate all drains 
and hoa.-e traps, ventilate soil pipes, and also 
(raps ag fieri siphucage. Tne privy and cees­ 
pool system in Sacramento is another 
factor. 
With 
the 
prerent 
imperfect 
sewerage their abolition is hardly pas- 
eihle. O ¡6 is a nectseiiy in all nartu 
cf the city; in many parts both. But they 
can be made tolerable, and prevented frcm 
being »n ever increasing and constant menace 
to tho be 1 h cf the people. By long-contin­ 
ued use tb;y saturate the. Evil; lu seasons of 


rain they sometimes overflovF. For a tima 
oxidation provides for the consequences, but 
THE TIME MUST COME 
Of necessity when this safeguard will ceMS !® 
protect us. There is a limit to the oxidizing 
power of the soil. For thirty years the sys­ 
tem has been going or; pit after pit dug and 
tilled and new ones dng and ailed, and so cn 
over and over again untilsqpie twenty-fcot lots 
have half their suri.ee thus appropriated. 
The low hite of the city, the obstrc es to deep 
sub 8oil drainage, high level of the ground 
wate-, with no outlet save by eubsi Lecce r.f 
the river, all make the soil bold in itself the 
elements of cau»es of malarial diseRsrs. As 
with a rinn.baring volcano »nly is.e c .ntu;- 
reuce of favorable cirnums’ancts is n.edad to 
bring on the explrsioo. The soil i? polluted; 
it vitiates the air, the hballoitms ,t of cellars 
become the medium for convey irg it to the 
rooms of the house. There is no sufficient 
evidence to enstaia Ihe theory res arrijng the 
effect of the north winds np n the sanitary 
condi ions. (Tables furnished by Sergeant 
Barwiek, of me Signal Service, are cited in 
íupport.) The temperature ol the atmos­ 
phere seems to be only slightly r-sponsible 
for toe insanitary condition of the four months 
und;r notice. Here, dtaths among the aged 
ars more freqnrat in cold and damp 
weathír. 
’ihe deaths *y old age do 
no', the doctor think", &ff ct ‘he question 
as to tr e ccu»a‘ion for mortality in Sacra­ 
mento materially. There is a more tu -staa- 
tial foundation lor the opinion that the in­ 
crease of mortality may sustain a relation to 
the c# ur il increase among children. Ia 
1881, tf 154 deaths. 43 were of those under 
17; 1882, of 162 50 vre.e under 17.' The 
percentage to the total death" being 28 in 
1SS1, and 30.8 in 1882 Iu 1881 thtre wi re 
6 126 children under 17. and 6.517 in 1882. 
The percentage of deaths at thuse ages to the 
juvenile population, therefore, was about .27 
in 1881, and .26 in 1882. The iucrc - ee of 
population undei 17 years of age was 391 ; 
between 5 and 17 there is an increase of 587, 
but cf tb-oso ULdar 5 years there is a falling 
off of 198. 
AS T9 REMEDIES 
For errors in our system, the doctor suggests 
proper atle&tlou to hcuse dr linage and 
plumbing; cemcu ed fl >ors to cel-rs to pre­ 
vent pollu ion of the ground air of houses— 
better still, a covering of the cemeut with 
coal-iar pitch in which trirkB are stt on tdge 
and the suace between filled with the like 
material, and the whole covered as recom­ 
mended oy Professor Chandler. [ Jemcnted 
cesspool", saye the doctor, in priw.o conver­ 
sation with our representative, and frequent 
cleanings, will go far to alleviate toe c ss- 
pool evil and prevent saturation of the soil.] 
The disease that visited Sacramento in the 
latter part of 1882, as wei! as other places, 
possibly was the »ff=ct of an epidemic wave 
which, crniiug in cycles, sweepi over rities 
aud continents, bidding defiance to all efforts 
to divert it. 
In a note added to his paper, Dr. Hatch 
says be has since compared Sacramento mor­ 
tality records of 1879 and 1882. Id 1879, in 
S9ptember, there were 28 ileatht; October, 
49 ; November, 52; December, 37 ; total, 
176 for four month» ; annual death rate, £9 30. 
For th“ same mon'hs in 1882 it was only 
22.68 (Census population iu both cases.) 
Typhoid and typh malarial ft vera were re­ 
sponsible for 23 deaths, the greatest numbsr 
beirg 12. in October ; yet these fevtrs were 
extensively prevalent in the latter part of 
tbat year. 
The m<-an monthly temperature for 1879 
was 69 8°, and raitful! .06 inches. For Oc­ 
tober. temperature, 61”; rainfall, .88 inches. 
F -r November, temperature, 60 8°; rainfall, 
2 05 inches. For December, tenuu rulure, 
43 7°; rainfall, 3.41 inches.

So the drier season of 1879 gave greater

THE FRUIT FESf QURSiICN. 
E ds. Ricord-Ukion : The Naton a Com­ 
pany, of Folsom, have made much prt para- 
tiens for the exteneion of tieir famous or­ 
chards and vineyard”, which already have a 
reputation reachir g to the ether aide of the 
continent. But having put their own house 
in order, by thoroughly renovating, scraping, 
spraying and burning the debris from every 
tree, state that they realize the fact that all 
their time, labor and money will have been 
spent iu vain if uncleaned orchards in the 
immediate vicinity, or infected trees scattered 
throughout the t wn, ate permitted to remain 
a standing menace to their enterprise. Buck 
orchards and trees are virtually propagating 
quarters for recruiting the invading army of 
the destructive c d iiD g moth,and o'.har insects 
which spread devasta ion in their path. The 
Natoina Company have at their own expense 
had a thorough examination made by their 
r rchardis; of ail the trees in the proximity, 
and which has ie ulted, it is sai , in the dis­ 
closure of a most lamentable state of facts. 
Tney find a great majority of the tress not 
only badly infected, but a great many old 
trees, from years of neglec', are literally 
swarming with the destructive agents in the 
various stages of development, and evince a 
capacity for breeding enough to stock the en­ 
tire State ; furnishing irresistible proof of the 
necessity of a law to compel the cleaning and 
spraying of trees, and burning of the debris 
from ali fruit-beariDg treei, if the quality cf 
the fruit crop is to be improved, and its total 
destruction prevented. 
But if a dog-in-the-manger policy is to pre­ 
vail, and “ in this glorious iiee country,” any 
one is to ba permitted to raise a crop of cod­ 
ling moth or any other “ varmint” that he 
may choose upon his domain, we might as 
well extend “ the area of freedom ” to an un­ 
limited cx'ent, and banish boards oí htalth 
and all sanitary regulations for the protec­ 
tion of the health of the community, as well 
as all restrictions for the protection of prop­ 
erty, which experience has proved to be so 
absolu'ely nec esary, by prohibí ing the msn- 
ufic'.ure or storage of combustible', explo­ 
sive and other destroying agents wit;.in pre­ 
scribed limits. Our fruit crop, which is of 
such vital ic e rest to the growers, and eo con­ 
ducive to the welfare of consumers, would 
seem to be as much entitled to protteU-un 
f.-om “ a common destroyer” a» any other 
species of property.

A N ew G o v ern m en t L a rg e .—Some time 
ago United States Engineer Mendell engaged 
J. W. Rock, if this city, to prepare plans 
and specifications for the construction cf a 
new Government barge, to be used in con­ 
nection with the United States .-nag-boat 
Seizei. A few dags ago the contract for 
building the barge, under the specificati ms 
made by Mr. Rock, was let to a San Fran­ 
cisco firm. The barge will be 150 feet in keel 
length and 159 feet 0 inches ou the deck, with 
a breadth on the fi -or of 36 feet, aud on the 
beam 37 feet. The depth at the sttrn will be 
7 feet 9 inches, midships 5 feet 9 incheB, and 
at the transom 5 feet 9 inches. The bargo 
differs in build somewhat from any now in 
use. There will be a mast forward of the 
boom, to assist in raiding snags. The con­ 
tract requires that it be completed within 100 
days from the letting, which time will expire 
in June. The Sciz.r is now lying at the 
wharf in this city, and will not be used 
again until the new barge is finished. The 
barge Staten Islai d, which has been used 
ever since the building of tbe Seizer, was, 
wheu pnrcha=ed, a second-handed one, and is 
cow unfit for use. 
Mr. R ck prepared tbe 
plans and superintended the construction of 
the St izer in 1830. 
He will probably be en­ 
gaged by Colonel Mendell to snpeiiatend tbe 
building of the now barge. 


A n E x p lo s io n .—About 4 o’clock yester­ 
day afternoon, a vulcanizer used in making 
artificial teeth exploded with terrific force 
in the mechanical rooms of Dr. H. H. Pier­ 
son, on J, between Fourth and Fifth Btrcets. 
The boiler of the vulcanizar was of copper, 
about three-sixteenths of an inch in thick- 
cess, and of capacity to hold about a quart of 
water. Dr. U. H. Stephenson, woo was 
using the vulcanizer, lighted the gas under­ 
neath the boiler, and after regoialing tbe 
flow so as to give about the required teat, 
left it temporarily and went upon an errand 
to a drug store near by. During his absence 
tbe gas waa turned on at tbe gas-works, and 
with the increase of pressure thus produced 
the flame under the vulcanizer became so 
strong as to overheat the boiler, causing an 
explosion which threw the boiler and entire 
apparatus ¡oto a thousand pieces, which went 
through the ceiling, walls and furniture in 
every direction. A portion of tbe chair in 
which Dr. Stephenson had just been sitting, 
was carried away and converted into debris, 
and the room generally was left with the ap­ 
pearance of having been through a general 
bombardment. 
Fortunately no one was in­ 
jured, but tbe loud report startled peop'e in 
the vicinity and produced a run upon the in­ 
stitution until tbe cause was explained.

And in recalling this golden prime of act­ 
ing, the name that springs first to the mind 
is Mrs. Judah.

MUSSEL?. 


Here in England the mussel is much and 
most undeservedly despised ; but across 
the Channel they know how to value it. 
There are nearly 6,000 bouchots or mussel- 
reserves on the coasts of France, and more 
than 3 500 persons get a living from them. 
The center of this induetry is to be found 
on the west coast, near La Rochelle, where 
the inhabitants of the villages of Marsiily, 
Villedoux, Esnandea and Charron are al­ 
most wholly occupied in rearing mussels. 
Al' d’Orbigny, in his account of the busi­ 
ness. says that it originated thus : In 1835 
an Irish bark was wrecked off Emendes, 
and the skipper, a inau named Walton, 
alone was saved. 
He remained in the 
country, and proved to be of an ingenious 
turn of mind. 
He was the first inventor 
of those special nets, called alloureta, which 
are employed for taking the flocks of 
sea-birds whose habit it is of dark even- 
iugs to skim the sea inshore in the Bay of 
Bi-cay. 
To set his nets he made a sort of 
raft, locally called an aeon, which is from 
seven to ten feet long and two feet wide. 
A man kneels on it with one knee while he 
propels and steers with the other leg, 
which, well shod in a high waterproof boot, 
hangs in the water. 
While attending in 
this manner to his net* Walton observed 
first, that the stakes to whioh he attached 
them became covered with mussel spawn ; 
and further, that the mussels thus grown 
were larger and better than those found in 
the shore mud. 
He then planned the bou- 
chot—a word which comes from bouche, a 
mouth, apparently; hut the other two 
words, aliouret aud aeon, are not yet to be 
found in any dictionary, even of patois. A 
bouchot is a great triangular inclosure made 
of posts and wattles, the base of which is 
formed by the coast, while the apex runs 
out seaward for as much as 1,100 yards. At 
this apex is a narrow opening, which can 
be closed with nets or otherwise to prevent 
large fish from escaping at the ebb of the 
tide. The bouchot is thus a weir for catch­ 
ing fish as well as a mussel-reserve, 
W al­ 
ton’s discovery rapidly got abroad ; he had 
taken out no patent, the bouchots soon 
multiplied, and the population who work 
them have even come to be called bouchol- 
eurs. 
It is a curious instance of the great 
effects of small canses that the coasting 
navigators of the West have from time to 
time made vigorous representations of the 
dangers of the bouchots, which are in some 
places seven rows deep and extend as far 
as six miles out to the sea, taking up much 
good anchoring-ground of refuge on a diffi­ 
cult coast. 
The mussel-spat, says Qaatrefages, ap­ 
pears in the Bpring, and the young reach 
the size of lentils about the first of Alay. 
They then grow moré rapidly, and in Juiy 
are as big as a kidney bean. They are then 
tit for the “ transplanting, which is effected 
by removing them from those stakes which 
are furthest out in the Bea, putting them 
into bags made oat of old nets, and fixing 
these bags on wattles nearer to the shore. 
The young mussels spread themselveB all 
round the bags, clinging on to the wattles 
by those filaments which naturalists have 
called byssus. 
According as they grow-, 
aud crowd each other too much, they are 
thinned out and “ replanted” on other 
posts still nearer and nearer to the land, 
until finally those which have reached their 
full size and are marketable are ’“ planted” 
quite at the margin of the water, where 
tne daily “ harvest” takesplac». Tneenor- 
mous quantities of these mussels, freshly 
gathered, whioh are every day dispatched 
into the interior may be judged from the 
official returns, which give the annual yield 
of this fishery on all the French coasts at 
1,750,000 bushels. 
Having caught, reared and harvested the 
mussels, the next question is how they 
ought to be eaten. 
Grimod de la Itey- 
niere has called them the oysters of the 
poor ; but this is a very cavalier way of 
disposing of an excellent and delicious ar­ 
ticle of food, which forms an important in­ 
gredient in such classic dishes as sole nor- 
mande and bouillabaisse. 
Green herbs, rod peppers, mussels, saltern, 
Soles, onions, giriic, roach and dace; 
All these you eat at Torre’s tavern 
in that cno dish oi bouillabaisse. 
“ Le Alenagier de Paris” says that in his 
fourteenth century “ moules soient cuites 
en grant feu et hastivement, en tres petit 
d’eaue et de vin sans sel.” In the time of 
Beauvilliers the finest of these shellfish 
camo from Flanders; and he makes the cu­ 
rious statement that those which contain 
small crabs are indigestible. 
Now, great 
numbers of the mussels which come from 
the west coast of France contain these 
tiny young crabs ; which, wtli the wilincss 
of their kind, pop, while yet their own 
shells are soft, inside the shells of mussels 
when they are open for feeding, and thus 
get both board and lodging, for they liter­ 
ally devour the substance of their host. 
The Flemish way of cooking mussels is to 
put them on the fire in a pan, with chopped 
parsley, and shake them from time to time 
until they open, when the top shells should 
bo removed ; and this is the time for pick­ 
ing out the young crab fry. 
Then they are 
put back on the fire to stew for a brief 
time in the water that has come from the 
shells, with some whole pepper arid lemon 
juice. 
Beauvilliers adds butter, flour and 
egg yolk ; but the best way of all is to 
throw away the water, and. when the up­ 
per shells and crabs have been suppressed, 
to put the fish baok into the pan with but­ 
ter, parsley and a little finely-chopped 
garlic. 
The fire must be olear and brisk. 
“ The Alenagier” was quite right in saying 
that they should be hastily cooked, and 
they should be eaten quite hot. 
Mussels 
make an excellent sauce treited in the 
same way as oysters. 
And there need be 
no nervousness about eating them ; mussel 
poisoning is extremely rare ; accidents from 
mushrooms are much more oommcB. 
All 
the same, it is well to avoid tham, as we 
do oysters, in those months which have no 
r in their names.—[Pall Mall Gazette.

A merchant in Alleghany has in his pos­ 
session the following note :

The note was written by John W ilkes 
B joth in 18(15, two days before Lincoln 
was assassinated. 
In April, 1805, the A l­ 
leghany merchant went to Hdtimore to 
endeavor to find some traces of his brother, 
who had gone to Pittsburg as a soldier in 
the early part of the war. 
“ The second 
day cfter my arrival in BUtimore,” said 
the merchant, “ I called at the honso of 
Airs. ------ . 
The family consisted of Airs. 
, her daughter Estelle and Robert, a 
boy about 12 years old. 
Alias Estelle was 
between 18 and 20 years old, and was 
rather pretty. 
She was tall and slender, 
aud talked with great spirit. 
Sho was 
very graceful and quick-witted, and sang 
well. 
When I had told M rs. 
what 
my errand was in Baltimore she expressed 
a great deal of sympathy for my mother, 
and insisted upon my occupying the room 
which belonged to her son, who was iu the 
army. 
m 
“ Mrs. 
told me that her daughter 
had formed u fancy lor a man who dm not 
care for her and who was an actor. 
She 
said that nothing had ever come out of the 
matter, aud she did not think there was 
anything to Lar, but she did not like the 
man’s profession, although she took pains 
to asrure me that he was a gentleman ; ha » 
always acted in the most honorable way 
and never seemed to no ice that E .telle 
cared for him, but talked to her about 


j music and the stage, and took an interest 


j iu uer musical studies. 
' 
“ One morning Miss Estelle and I were 
: at the breakfast table, Mrs. ------ having 
excused herself, as sha had some house­ 
hold duties to attend to. Tne young lady’s 
attention was evidently preoccupicu about 
something, for she had ta'.ked at random 
and seemed to be thinking. 
A t last she 
said, with a rather odd expression of face : 
“ ‘I expect a friend to call on me this af­ 
ternoon. 
I think you will like him.

is very fond of m usic.’ 
’• 1 asked who he was, and she looked 
rather disturbed at my question, but re­ 
plied :

“ ‘He ie my best friend. 
He is an actor,

o’clock, I was sitting in the parlor with 
Eitelle when her brother B )b came with a 
letter for her. 
She blushed when she saw 
the handwriting on the envelope, and tore 
it open hastily. 
Then her expression 
changed, and she showed that she was dis­ 
appointed. 
She read the letter tw o or 
three times, and then exclaimed : 
“ ‘It’s too bad. 
He isn’t coming. 
I 
think he might have written more than 
that, don’t yon?’ 
“ She tossed the letter to me, and, turn­ 
ing to the piano, began playing. I absently 
folded an i refolded her cote until I had it 
in a crumpled little roll, and when she 
started to go up-stairs to dress for supper 
the note could not be found. 
She was a 
little vexed at my carelessness, at tirst, but 
soon recovered her temper aad did not al­ 
lude to it again. 
Tnrte days after that I 
was to go home.

scarcely out of my month before Estelle 
gave a tcreara and fell forward upon the 
table and from thereto the floor, dragging 
the breakfast thiogs about her with 
crash. 
The mother seemed to be almost as 
much affected as the daughter, but she 
loosened Estelle’s dress and lifted her up 
while I bathed her head with water. I was 
terribly confused, but I suggested that I

The County Government Bill—A Dreary 
Day’s Proceedings—¿ills Pae ed by the 
Assembly. 
Both houses of the Legislature hrid long sessions 
yesterday, b u t th e Sea tte 5pe:»t almost the entire 
day on th e county governm ent bill. 
The Senate m et at 10 a. m., President Daggett in 
th e chair. 
A resolution was adopted discharging all of the 
com m itted clerks, except o I the Comm t'ees cn En­ 
grossm ent, Enrollm ent and County Governments. 
Kouticr presented a petition fr us Mr*. E. P. VV. 
Packard, ia behalf of the legal emancipation of 
m arried women. 
Reddy introduced a re fla tio n to pay the Post- 
mi*fcre?j '120 for extra services, and it was a looted. 
Laura De Force Gordon’s brief tin S. B 366, to 
qualify women to ho:d education*.! cdices, was or 
dered printed. 
The biil to replenish the contingent fund of the 
Senate was tr.keu up and parsed. 
The reports of the Committee on Contingent Ex 
pense?, relative to the expenses in th e contested 
election cat- of Brouka v» Steele, w t* taken up. 
Steel w s •. owed ?1..'*5>0 78, and Brook? $2,000. 
Considerate >a of the ge n r d county gov rnm ent 
bill was tli .si re timed, and continued until the h #ur 
of rec'SJ arrive !. 
After recess consideration of the general county 
governm ent b 1 w>s bontinued. 
Pending c»»:i.dderation oi the Lili A. I». 327, to re­ 
peal the Aefc-to regulate the practice of pharmacy in 
th e city and county of S m Francittco, was taken up 
out of order, d eclat ed a case of urgency, and passed 
by a vote ot 3J ayes to 5 not a. 
Dougherty gave 
notice oi a motion to reconsider. 
The consideration of the county governm ent bill 
was resume'*. 
Great difficulty rose at every fctep in 
regard to fixing the salaries of officers in the various 
cíaseos. 
For irstin ce, there are 52 counties, and the 
bill provided 15 classes. Shasta county was placed 
in a class w ith Santa B irlara, Fresno and Tehama, 
and the salary of the County Clerk was fixed at 
$1,800. 
_ Taylor mode a strong opposition to being classed 
w ith tbo-e counties, because at present the salary of 
th e Clerk of Shasta county was $3.000, and it was 
CiOeiderod the bett office in th at county. 
No por­ 
tion of the people of th a t county desired the salary 
raised, but on the contrary the people had sent a 
protest against it. lie therefore proposed an amend 
incnt making Shasta a class by itself. 
This am end­ 
m ent brought out consid rabie discussion as to the 
constitutionality of the bill. 
Spencer of Napa thought the bill constitutional, 
though be adm itted th at it came pretty close to the 
line. 
He therefore strongly urged its passage. 
Johnson favored the passage of the bill in order 
th at its constitutionality m ight be passed upon by 
the Supreme Court. 
Taylor, McClure, Brooka and Vrooman all ex­ 
pressed the opinion th at the bill was unconstitu­ 
tional. 
'flic latter said that he did not believe that 
there was genius enough in the State to pass a gen 
eral county government bill, under the present pro­ 
vision of i be Constitution, which would be both 
constituí iouai and practicable. 
Taylor’s amendment was rejected by a vote of 1*2 
ayes to 14 noe9. Taylor then made an unsuccessful 
effort to reduce the salaries. 
Innumerable amendments were offered to other 
sections, many being accptcJ and many more being 
rejected. 
The entire day was spent in this manner, 
the second reading»f the hi 1 not being completed 
until f»:15 o’clock r. m , when it was ordered en­ 
grossed and to ix third reading. 
Cros3 offered a resolution, woich was adopted, re­ 
questing the State P rinter to print the bill with the 
am endm ents at once. 
A message was received from the Governor an 
Bouncing his approval of the following bills : S. B. 
288, authorizing and empowering the Regents of the 
State University to convey certain lands ; S. B. 121, 
to repeal the Act to provide an additional Superior 
Judge for t m county of Mono; S. B. 49, making an 
appropriation for an industrial departm ent in the 
State Asylum for the Deaf, Dumb and Blind ; S. B. 
160, making an appropriation of $11,000 for the pro­ 
tection and im provem ent of tbe buildings and 
grounds of the State U niversity; S. B. 026, amend­ 
ing the Penal CoJc relative to the preservation of 
fish and gam e; S. B. 211, fixing the jurisdiction and 
providing the compensation of Justices of the Peace : 
and S. B. 283, to amend the Political Code relative 
to revenue, and {«articul&rly to the assessment of 
railways by the State Board of Equaliz-tion, etc. 
The Congressional apportionm ent bill was made 
th e special order for to-day, immediately after the 
reading rf the journal. 
At 6:25 r. n. the Senate adjourned. 
The Assembly met at 10 a . m., Speaker La Rue in 
the chair. 
Cuttc-r, by permission of the House, withdrew the 
draii aze warrant bill. 
S. B 332, to appropriate money for the improve­ 
m ent of the water supply f -r the Deaf aud Dumb 
and Blind ¿8 u:n, rea i á third time and passed. 
8. B. 3, introduced by Cox, establ shing a State 
Board f ri w ucu t^re, and appropriating money for 
the expenses the icof, was read a first tim e and made 
a spocvtl order for 12 o’clock. 
A. B. 71, amo-.di g Sections 2465 and 2466 of 
Article Vi. of the l’o itioal Codo, relating to the 
pilot regulations of San Francisco, Mare Island, 
Vallejo and Benicia, was read a third tim e and passed 
by a uuanimous vote. 
S. B. 348, to appropriate $23,000 for the construc­ 
tion and completi n of roads and trails, and gene­ 
rally to improve and preserve the territory within 
th s lim ity of the Yosemite valley and Mariposa Big 
Tree grant, was considered, and passed to a third 
reading. 
The bill was p ssed by a vote of 44 ayes to 22noea. 
W alrath’s bill relative to the paym ent of tho 
drainage fund to the extent of $56,000 was passed. 
Yell gave notice of a reconsideration. 
Cox’s bill establishing a State board of H orticult­ 
ure and appropriating $10,000 for its support for two 
years was passed. 
The report of the investigating committee in the 
case of Marcus P. Wiggin was riuken up and consid­ 
ered. 
tto rk e moved th a t Wiggin be allowed an hour 
from half-pist 7 to make his statem ent. 
Carried. 
R eces t í 7:30 P. n. 
At the evening session, Henry Edgerton, counsel 
for Judge Wiggin, asked that the further nearing of 
the case of Judge Wiggin be continued until 7:30 p. 
m. to-day. 
Judge Denson, associate council, also 
asked fur the postponement. 
On motion of Atwell 
the m atter was accordi >giy postponed. 
The Conference Committee made the foiiewing re­ 
port :

R em o v a l 
o f G r ea se 
S po ts.— When­ 
ever oil ot turpentine, benzole or ether íb 
U3ed to remove grease epots on cloth, the 
application should be made on the reverse 
side of the cloth by moistening it with the 
solvent in a circle surrounding the spot, ao 
as to approach it gradually, having blot­ 
ting paper In contact with the spot of 
greaso, to absorb the fat immediately; 
otherwise the solvent will have the effect 
of spreading the grease over a larger sur­ 
face instead of driving it out of the cloth. 
In the application of a hot iron to one side 
and blotting paper to the other, the heat 
will drive the grease out of the cloth into 
the paper, because the fat has a tendency 
to move from the hotter parts toward the 
cooler.

to all. And we pledge our uooiir.ee-f if elected, to 
abide by and ctrry out as far as poífcibl» the princi­ 
pies contained in the following 
reso lu tio n s : 
I. That the affairs of the city be adm inistered 
with economy, spending no more money than is 
absolutely ne e^sarvand oonsisten» with efficiency. 
II That the question : W hat shall be done for the 
liquidation of our bonded debtT overshadows all 
others; and if th e voters < f this city will intrust 
the Democracy with the condtfct of Its affairs, they 
shall be adm inistered s o a 3 to accomplish these re­ 
su lts :

(a.) No u k re than one per cent, of taxes 6ha\ t* 
levied on the listed value ot property in the city 
unless the proposition f®r further taxation f-haJ, 
first he subm itted to and approved by the voters oil 
the city under .Section 20 oi the Charter. 
(b ) The above proposition sh;,ll be carried inte 
effect the present ;.ear, if tho eruinance levying the 
tax can be still amended. 
(c ) The one per cent, of tr.x levied shall, so f::r os 
possibl *. be placed in special funds, a;.d tbi* whole 
devoted t i the necessary expenses attending ti.e 
proper adm inistration of the -tfairs of tbe city. 
(d.) The necessary consequence of adjusting t :>e 
finances of tbe city, so as to colleot from the tax­ 
payers each year $105 009, to place in a sinking arid 
interest fund, is to involve the city in UBcles* ex­ 
pense, while we are not relieved from debt, a id only 
a few of the creditors of tbe city cau be benefited 
thereby, and each year it becomes more d.ffiauit 
to compromise with our creditors. 
We therefore propose to pi.-ce no m 're money in 
the sinking and interest fund until cuch compro­ 
mise is effected. 
(•*.) We propose, at the proper tleos, to offer such 
com romise on this b^sift : 
1 Tite outstanding bouds and coupons shall be 
surrendered. 
*2. New bonds shnll be ism*' d at 35 cents cn the 
dollar, bearing interest at 5 p -i c.u t. p r annum , 
payable in fifteen years. 
3. Money shall be m is d anil the interest on trie 
new’ bonds punctually paid, and .ve \vl¿l provide lo: 
a sinking fund, to occu i.ulatee^ch year, so that the 
fronds can be paid at m aturity. 
4. No interest on principal to be paid on any old 
i8?ue of bonds, and no money oe pl .ced where ar.r 
of those who refuse to coinpr unwe cao prjceeo 
against any fund for such payment, thus placing ail 
our creditors on an equality and giving te* ur citi­ 
zens the benefit of the difference be1 ween the nom­ 
inal value of our bonds and their real value, while #f 
tbe affaire of our city be administered as heretofore* 
a few speculators pocket th at difference, am ounting 
to at least $600,000. 
III. The water rates shall bo 4 » reduced th at th* 
receipts from w ater rate* shall oh n« ar as possible 
yay all running expenses, together with the coat of 
necessary repairs an i < xtensions to pipes, ai.d shall 
leave no surplus to put into the sinking and interest 
fund.
